All our soldiers who fought in 
Flandere knew Meteren well, pase- 
ing through it on the way to Bailleul! 
or billeting there in its barns and 
red brick cottages and drinking thin 
beer in its old estaminet of “Le 
Veritable Coucou.” From a mili- 
tary point of view today’s advance 
there is useful, as it gave us some 
rood observation of enemy's ground.

Sixty of them surrendered and the

In addition these sixty men brought

Both those minor opera- 
tions were quick and successful 
but led to heavy artillery retalia- 
tion here and there later in the 
morning.

The Allied advance has reached, 
the line of Vierzy, beyond the wood | 


of Mauley, east of Villers-Helon and 
Neuiliy St. Front. The statement 
follows: 

“Yesterday and last night French 
and American troops continued their 
advance over the greater part of the 
front between the Aisne and the 


| Marne. 
“Vierzy has been reached and the 


troops have gone beyond Mouloy 
Wood, east of Villers-Helon, and 
conquered Neuilly St. Front and 
Licy-Clignon. 

“South of the Marne our troops 
have driven back the Germans be- 
tween Fossoy and Neullly and have 


}gained ground toward the Marne.” 


The text of the statement issued 
by the War Office tonight reads as 
follows: 

“We have not had long to wait for 
the result of our victorious counter- 
offensive. The Germans, violently 
attacked on their right fiank and 
south of the Marne, have been com- 
pelied to retreat and recross the 
river. 

“We hold the whole south bank 
of the Marne. 

“Between the Aisne and the 
Marne Franco-American t ps con- 
tinue to progress, and ve driven 
back the enemy, who is resisting 
stubbornly. 

“We have reached Ploissy and 
Parcy-Tigny and have passed be- 
yond 8t.

Albin. 

“Further south we hold the gener- 
al line of the Pries plateau, north- 
east of Courchamps. 

“The number of prisoners we have 
taken since July 18 exceeds 20,000.

“Our aviators, redoubling their 
activities in the day and night of 
the 39th, multiplied their raids and 
engaged in the severest battles 
againet enemy forces. Franco- 
British bombing squadrons, taking 
the Marne crossings as their princi- 
pal objectives, have ceaselessly 
hampered, and at certain points 
completely stopped the enemy sup- 
Ply service, thus playing an im- 
portant role in the conflict which 
was able to provoke the retreat of 
the German troops. 

“Attacking with machine guns and 
bombs concentrations of troops 
which the enemy was preparing for 
counter-attacks, and the enemy 
columns of convoys, our aviators in- 
fliicted heavy losses.

Most of those who perished are

TORPEDO CAUSE? 


Belief that the cruiser was sunk 
by a torpedo is expressed in a dis- 
patch today from the chief of staf 
of cruiser forces to the Navy De- 
partment. 

The dispatch follows: 


“The captain of the San Diego re- 


ports that he is inclined to the be- 
lief that the ship was sunk by tor- 
pedo. There are no conclusive facts, 
however, on which to base a definite 
opinion at present, in view of the 
following circumstances: 

“l—No torpedo wave was seen. 

“2—No convincing evidence that 

pe was seen. 

“3—-No submarine appeared, in 
spite of the fact that three unarmed 
rescue ships were in the vicinity for 
about two hours.

Apparently the 
only possible explanation of the dis- 
aster aside from that of a subma- 
rine attack is that she encountered 
a mine dropped by U-boats before 
they left the American coast. 

MINE, SAYS DANIELS. 

A. P. NIGHT WIRE. 
 WNORFOLE (Va.) July 20.—Secre- 
tary Daniels said here today that he 
believed a mine, and not a torpedo, 
was responsible for the sinking of 
the cruiser San Diego. He added 
that the sinking of the vessel, aside 
from the loss of life, is of no sig- 
nificance from a military standpoint. 

“The presence of German subma- 


rines on this side of the Atlantic,” 
said Mr. Daniels, “is more or less of 
[a menace, of course, bit they will 
not avail in stopping our transports 
going overseas with soldiers, and 
more soldiers, as fast as we can send 
them. Notwithstanding the great 
precautions we have taken to pro- 
tect our transports, supply ships and 
men, I still consider it marvelous 
that we have succeeded in getting 
more than 1,000,000 troops over the 
seas without the loss of a life or a 


ship. 

“It is true we have lost about 200 
men during return voyages of trans- 
ports, and that is deeply regrettable, 
but we have still been marvelously 
fortunate. Every time a transport 
fieet and its convoys leave our 
shores, knowing that it must run 
the gauntlet of the U-boat menace in 
the war zone, I am fearful for its 
safety.” 

MEN JOKE AT PLIGHT. 
[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, July 20.—Nothing 
was seen of a submarine by the crew 
of the cruiser San Diego. Fifteen 
shots were fired from the cruiser 
during the twenty-two minutes she 
remained above the water, the gun- 
ners firing at suspicious swirls which 
might have concealed a submarine. 

For three hours the men kept 
afioat in the water oy holding onto 
three boats and to pleces of wreck- 
age. When the first rescuing steam- 
er arrived many were nearing ex- 
haustion. 

Capt. James F. Brewer, master of 
the steamship Bussum, the second 
ship to reach the scene, said his 
watch officer reported, some distance 
ahead, what appeared to be a chain 
of floating buoys, spread out like the 
supports to a monster fishing net. 
Capt. Brewer at once altered the 
course of his ship and steered al- 
most in the midst of the floating

MILITARY SITUATION. 


(Continued from First Page.)

By deep- 
ening the pocket it was hoped to 
force the evacuation of the city. 

But the French lines north 
of Prunay held fast. Their po- 
sition was not even dented. So, 
like the attacks further east, 
this effort also died. 


ENCIRCLING RHEIMB. 
West of Rheims, the Germans 


met with more success. In the 
first attack the French lines be- 
tween Rheims and the Marne 
at some 
points the German penetration 
reaching a depth of over two 
miles. There was, however, none 
of the confusion which attend- 
ed the other German offensives. 
There was not the slightest in- 
dication of panic or of a break 
in the continuity of the line. 
What was gained was gained 
slowly, the French forces retir- 
ing in excellent order and fight- 
ing steadily, with their lines in- 
tact and apparently unshaken. 
But the Germans did succeed in 
the opening days of the attack 
in pushing their lines from two 
to three miles further east and 
south of the original positions, 
thus drawing closer together 
the side of the southern ap- 
proaches to Rheims. 


THE AMERICAN WAY. 


On the Marne front, between 
Chateau Thierry and Verneuii, 
the Germans after terrific fight- 
ing succeeded in effecting a 
ercseing first between Chateau 
Thierry and Dormans. On the 
western side cf this front, 
however, the American forces 
counter -attacked immediately 
in the face of the German of- 
fensive and drove the Germans 
back across the river from Cha- 
teau Thierry to Jaulgonne, cap- 
turing about 1500 prisoners in 
the operation. This is the first 
time since the trench systems 
have been established that there 
has been a counter-attack un- 
der such circumstances. On the 
French side of the frent no 
counter effort was made, the 
French employing the tactics 
that they have almost invaria- 
bly followed, of falling back 
slowly and execting the high- 
ect possible price for each foot 
of advance. 

FOOTHOLD ON RIVER. 


The Germans were thus able 
to get a secure foothold on the 
south bank of the river and 
advanced their lines as far south 
as @ small ravine on the lip ¢ 


which are found the towns of 
St. Agnan and Lachapelle. Here 
the lines held and the advance 
to the seuth came to and end, 
not to be resumed. In the 
meantime the Germans were at- 
tempting to relieve the situation 
on the south bank by extending 
their gains on the north bank 
to the southeast. This they 
were entirely unable to do. 

They therefore reversed the 
process,. driving eastward from 
their positions south of the 
Marne with the object of un- 
covering the lines on the north 
bank and accomplishing indi- 
rectly what they could not ac- 
complish directly. In this move- 
ment they advanced their lines 
on the south bank so far east 
that they controlled the Marne 
from Jaulgonne as far east as 
Oeuilly. 

NOTHING TO SHOW. 

The fighting up to this point 

had been more costly to Ger- 


many than that In any of the 


preceding offensives. The situa- 
tion up to Wednesday therefore 
was that Germany had sustained 
a distinct setback. She had used 
in the attack, as near as can be 
estimated from European re- 
ports, about 500,000 men, had 
sustained heavy losses and with 
nothing to show for it. Judging 
from the strength used in pre- 
vious offensives there was still 
available for this effort another 
600,000. 

Previous to the success of the 
Italian defense, Gen. Foch's 
freedom of action may have 
been hampered some by the un- 
certainty as to what would 
happen in Italy should the Aus- 
trians attack. He was compelled 
to keep intact a certain part at 
least of his peserves in order to 
rush assistance south should it 
become necessary. But the load 
had been lifted from his mind 
by the stiffness of the Italian 
attack and he was free to de- 
vote his entire attention and 
his entire strength tothe situa- 
tion in France. Thus freed he 
had laid well his plans for a 
counter offensive in the Marne 
salient. 

FOCH’S OFFENSIV 

This offensive broke early on 
Thursday morning, while the 
fighting along the Marne itself 
and between the Marne and 
Rheims was at its height. The 
front of Foch's action was be- 
tween Belleau woods and Fon- 
tenoy, north of the Aisne. The 
American forces holding the Ifne 
from Belleau Wood to . Dam- 
mard were, apparently, the. first 
to move forward. 

The attack was made with- 
out any artillery preparation, 


only barrage fire being put down 
as the infantry went over the 
top; tanks, however, were used 
freely in the attack. 

. The Germans were taken com-: 
pletely by surprise. They seemed 
to have no idea that an attack 
was pending. Accordingly the 
Americans met with little re- 
sistance in this effort and ad- 
vanced several miles before the 
Germans were able to check 
them. | 

The French in the meantime, 
with at least one American. di- 
vision, debouched from the forest 
of Retz as well as from the 
woods north of the Aisne, where 
they had attacked and struck a 
powerful blow against the Ger- 
man lines between Corcy, at the 
center of the Retz forest, and 
Fontenoy. 

As in the attack further 
south there was no _ artillery 
preparation. The infantry went 
over behind a barrage, with an 
accompaniment of tanks, caught 
the Germans utterly unawares 
and went completely through 
their lines. In Thursday's ad- 
vance alone they penetrated to 
within a mile of Soissons and 
took the heights dominating the 
city from both the west and the 
southwest. The main highway 
from Soissons to Chateau 
Thierry was reached and crossed,

DANIEL INNES DEAD 
AFTER LONG ILLNESS. 


FORMER COUNCILMAN AND PIO- 
NEER REALTY MAN PASSES 
AT HIS HOME HERE. 


Daniel Innes, for a third of a cen- 
tury a resident of Los Angeles, and 
widely known through Southern 
California, died last night, after an 
j iliness of more than a year. 
in his eighty-third year. ‘Bhe fu- 
neral services will be held at 10 
o'clock tomorrow morning at the 
chapel of Booth & Fitch, No. 1201 
South Hope street, and the interment 
will be In Rosedale Cemetery. 

Mr. Innes Was a native of Lierg, 
Seotiand, but came to America when

in 1865 he went to Chicago and es- 
tablished a dry goods business, and 
in 18€9 he established a large drv 
goods store at Elgin, Ill. In 1871 
~ | he went to Lawrence, Kan., and with 
,» his brother, George Innes, 
lished the dry goods house of George 
Innes & Co., widely known in the 
eastern part of that State. 

Ceming to Los Angeles in 1885, 
Mr. Innes at once became interested 
in real estate development, and was 
instrumental in the opening and de- 
velopment of various tracts on An- 
geleno Heights.

siderable embarrassment and incon- 
venience through the recent publi- 
cation of statements regarding pur- 
ported political activities on his part 
that would have been unbecoming 
for.a member of the consular force 
of a neutral country. 

Mr. Streiff yesterday made a state- 
ment which, in substance, is as fol- 
lows: 

For four years he was Swiss Cen- 
sul at Auckland; although he and 
members of his family had lived in 
that country for twelve years. In 
1916 he obtained leave of absence 
for eighteen months, and came to 
the United States for a visit. He 
first located in San Francisco, and 
then came to Los Angeles, and was 
sc pleased with this locality that 
he purchased a small ranch and de- 
cided to make. Los Angeles his 
home, and sent in his resignation 
as Swiss Consul inside of twelve 
rnonths after receiving his leave of 
absence. 

He then took out his first papers 
as an American citizen, being in full 
accord with the ideals and purposes 
of this country. In this positicn, 
says Mr. Streiff, he felt at liberty to 
give expression of his feeling of deep 
sympathy for Italy and its cause in 
the present war, and his purpose of 
making inquiries here—-the incident 
on which the article published was 
based——was simply to offer his serv- 
ices as an attache of any American 
contingent that might be going tc 
italy, as he believed he could be of 
use in inspiriting the Italian troops. 
Mr. Streiff estates that he had 


previously lUved many years in| 


with the Italian mode of life and 
thought and has full command cf 
the Italian language. He states that 
he had been a captain in the Swiss 
army, and that this rank and his 
former position as a member of the 
consular staff he felt would have 
been of advantage in ziving him op- 
portunity to help inspirit the Italian 
troops at a time when they appeared 
to be in need of rallying Influences. 

Mr. Streiff says that his sympae- 
thies are entirely with this ccuntry 
and with Italy in the present war, 
and he only ‘regrets that he cannot 
take active service as an officer in 
one of these armics.

TAKES WEALTHY 
WOMAN JAIL. 


Alleged Guardian Brings Her 
from Arizona. 


She is Wife of that State's 
Fires 


all 


Fears “Violence.” Man As- 
serts; Police Investigate. 


Alleged te be one of = wealthi- 
est women of Arizona, rs. Car- 
melita Campbell, 88 years old, wife 
of J. 8. Campbell, the first Con- 
gressman from Arizona, was placed 
in the City Jail yesterday by Charles 
B. Christy. The latter told the po- 
lice, before he registered at the 
Hayward Hotel, with his wife and 
daughter, that he is the guardian of 
the aged woman and that she Is 
suffering from hallucinations and 
cther mental derangements. 

Among Mrs. Campbell's effects, a 
short note, which read as follows, 
was found by Policewoman Georgi- 
ana Robinson: 

“To ‘whom it may concern—This 
is to certify that Mrs. Carmelita 
Campbell owns 79,775 stares cf 
stock in the Carmelita Mining and 
Milling Company and this same 
stock was turned over to Thomas 
B. Christy, her. guardian, by J. A. 
Marr.” 

The note is dated July $, 1918. 
and is signed by Mrs. James Hill, 
who, the police believe, is a sister 
and a secretary of J. A. Marr, presi- 
dent of the Carmelita Mining and 
Milling Company at Wenden, Ariz. 

WILL PRODUCE PAPERS. 

When asked who Thomas B. Chris- 
ty is and where his own papers 
showing that is the guardian of 
Mrs. Campbell, are, Charies B. 
Christy last night told the police 
that he did not know Thomas B. 
Christy, and added that he would 
produce papers to show his authority 
over the aged wom 

fter a lengthy investigation Dy | 
Officers McAuley, Neighbors and Po- 
licewoman Rcbinson, Mrs. Campbell 
was adjudged by them to be worthy 
of better quarters than the matron's 
ward in the jail and she was ac- 
cordingly transferred to the home 
of C. Pickenbach, No. 2820 Menlo 
avenue. Mrs. Campbell told the po- 
lice of the latter family, saying she 
had known Mr. and Mrs. Picken- 
bach for many years. Mr. Picken- 
bach willingly tcok the aged woman 
under his care, after receiving or- 
ders from the police that no one be 
allowed to move her from his home. 

The Carmelita Mining and Mill- 
ing Company is one of the big pro- 
ducers of Arizona,, and is iccated 
near Phoenix. J. A. Marr is presi- 
dent. The police last night wired 
him for information concerning Mrs. 
Campbell. 

According to the police, Mrs. 
CampbeH, in the care of her sup- 
posed guardian, Charles B. Christy, 
was met at the Santa Fe station by 
Officer McAuley, Who took her to 
the matron’s ward at Central .Sta- 
tion and placed her in the care of 
Matron McPeek. 

FROM PHOENIX CHIEF.

“Primarily, what we should seek 
in street planting here is orna- 
ment.” he said, “with as much or 
little sade as we are forced to ac- 
cept in order to secure effective 
beauty and embglilishment. In a 
country so naturally treeless and 
with almost perpetual sunshine, the 
lights and shadows of street trees 
with their softening and harmoniz- 
ing effect in mellowing into’ the 
landscape the harsh, monotonous 
lines of architecture and broad ex-~ 
panse of pavement and sidewalk, 
is fully as gratifying as the shade 
they provide. 

“Our most common fault in street 
tree planting lies in the use of too 
many trees and too many sorts. It 
is just as absurd to change the sort 
of tree with every’ successive lot 
frontage filanted as would be the 
case were the color of sidewalk and 
street curb changed correspondingly. 

“Many prospective planters ask, 
what is the ideal street tree? One 
who has made a long study of the 
subject is forced to observe that the 
phrase is meaningless as commonly 
used. No tree will meet all the 
requirements of the majority of 
planters. Trees, like human beings, 
possess individuality and are as 
prone to grow unlike each other as 
the same number of individuals in 
any branch or division of animate 
nature, 

“The ideal street tree is the one 
which presents, Individually and col- 
lectively, the best appearance, at all 
seasons, for all time. Initial cost 
and care for the first few ,years 

for 
the extremes are not great and often 
extra money spent in thé earlier 
stages of the work returns interest 
a hundred-fold.”

Machines that Bombed Unprotected Cities 
Part of Big War Display. 


OUR German airplanes, one of 
them a monster 160 horse pow- 
er battle plane used by the Ger- 

mans to bomb unfortified cities, will 
be shown at Exposition Park dur- 
ing the Allied War Exposition to 
be held there from August 1 to 11. 
Trophies from the battlefields of Eu- 
rope and Asia and scenes from_ the 
devastation In No Man's Land are 
some of the other interesting sights 
to be witnessed when this exhibit Js 
staged. 

The exposition is under the 
wuspices of the United States gov- 
ernment. Fred C. Spaulding, repre- 
sentative of the bureau of exposi- 
tions of the Committee on Public In- 
formation, reached Los Angeles yes- 
terday and this week will prepare 
the setting for what is sald ta be 
the most interesting and educational 
exhibit of war scenes direct from the 
battlefields that is in existence. 

“Thig is the most unusual educa- 
tional exhibit the United States gov- 
ernment has ever sent out.” said Mr. 
Spaulding yesterday. “This is not a 
carnival to entertain, but an exhibit 
to instruct. Mothers and fathers 
may bring their children, as old and 
young will learn things during this 
exhibit that cpuld be brought to 
them in no other manner. 

SAMPLE ARMY MESS. 


“One of the many striking fea-| 
tures the army mess served un- 
der the direction. of the Commissary 
Department of the United States 
government, where a regular army 
meal is served to the publile. The 
food is identical with that which 
our soldiers over there recelve regu- 
larly and the mess kits are used by 
the public in partaking of this meal. 

“Among the captured German air- 
Planes is a monster bombing plane 
of the Taube type. Other airplanes 
are an Albatross and Fokker type 
which will bring vividly before the 
People the horrors that have been 
brought to the women and children 
in the unfortified cities of France, 
Belgium and England. 

“We are assured of the co-opera- 
tion of local orgenizations, such as 
the American Red Cross, the Y.M. 
C.A., the Knights of Columbus, the 
Jewish Welfare Board, the Food 
Conservation Committee, the War 
Savings Board, the Belgian War Re- 
lief, the British Ambulance Society,

“It is our plan to construct an

trophies, There are eighteen car- 


loads of war trophies and pictures 
which are soon to arrive in Los An-

Arrangements have been made for 
a monster parade which will intro- 
duce to the ‘publis the fact that the 
exhibit is here. Headquarters have 
been opened at No. 719 South Hill 
street formerly the headquarters of 
the Red Cross during the recent war 
fund drive, where representatives 
of the government will be on hand 
every day to give what information 
is necessary in connection with the 
exhibit. 

Champ 8. Vance, vice-president of 
the Los Angeles Gas and Electric 
Corporation, has been chosen assist- 
ant director of the exhibit, and in 
the absence of Director Bernal Dyas, 
who ts in San Francisco, Mr. Vance 
has arranged for the parade which 
is to mark the opening of the ex- 
position.

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EW RAILROAD TO OPEN 
VAST, RICH TERRITORY. 


Commercial Importance of San Diego 
and Arizona Route Hardly to 
Exaggerated. 


(Continued from First Page.) 


along the line of the San Diego and 
Arizona’ Railroad. Leaving San 
Diego, it uses the old route of the 
railroad to Tia Juana, and there 
drops down into Mexico. By this 
route, several mountain spurs are 
avoided, although within the Mexi- 
ean portion of the line three tun- 
nele are required. The route 
ewings back again into the United 
States at Tecate, and thence reaches 
Campo, nestied in a boulder-strewn 
valley overlooked by the mountains. 

Winding its way well up on the 
rugged foothills, the line crosses 

mpo Creek on a steel viaduct 
high in the air, and then keeps on- 
ward among the constantly higher 
hilig until it emerges into the Jacum- 
ba Valley. This mounta!n region is 
dotted with little vernal valleys of 
euch vivid green that they are mar- 
vela. Sleek sto®k hrowse on the lush 
posturage, and there are numerous 
little mountain ranches, showing 
xeo0g development, and the great 
possibilities of this region when ade- 
euate railroad transportation is 
made available. 

Extending onward, the road 
reaches the head of Carriso Go 
The route is probably half-way up 
the mountein sides, through miles 
of huge wranite boulders, whole 
mountainsides being covered with 
these immense rocks as thickly as 
theugh they had fallen from the 
ekies like snowflakes. Frequently 
rocks as large as a house are to 
be seen balanced in most grotesque 
positions on the tops of peaks. At 
pisees it appears that a man with 
a ¢rowbar might send these im- 
mense rocks thundering down hunr- 


Down in the bottom of the gorge 
meanders Carriso Creek, its banks 
fotted with willows and alders. 
From one shoulder of the moun- 
talms to another the ra'iroad grade 


nel, and then emerging on the other 
side, only to disappear again within 
a few hundred feet for another 
plunge through bores that have 
plerced the solid granite. Several of 
The tunnels require absolutely no 
timbering, being cut throvgh the 
native rock. 

Tunnels Nos. 5. 19 and 20 in this’ 
section are entirely completed, In 
others the work is well into the 
mountainsides from both ends, while 
im still others only the center cores 
are to be removed, daylight being 
visibie through the entire bores. 
Material from the tunnels is hauled 
out on tram cars and used for fills. 

The longest of these tunnels is 
"526 feet. and the bore is twenty- 
six feet tn height. Because of lim- 
ited space, only a certain number 
ef men can work at a time on these 
tunnels, but day and night shifts 
are run. 

An idea of the scope of this tun- 
pel work may be gleaned fram the 
following statement. of their 
Tunnel No.6 is 375 feet 
teog: No. 7, 1200 feet long: 
/2500 feet: No. 9, 60 
7996 feet: No. 11, 300 foet: 
500. feet: No. 13. 291 feet; 

OO feet: No. 15, 925 feet: No. 16, 
30 feet: No. 17. 661 feet: No. 17%, 

16 feet: No. 18, 708 feet vo. 19, 

7 feet. and No. 20, 255 feet. 

Out on the open portions of the 
@enetruction work there are “dinky” 
engines, mule-drawn dump cars, 
steam shovels, compressed air drills 
and blesting outfite all at work cut- 


tine away the sides of the moun- 


tains high above precipitous cliffs 
and hundreds of feet abcve the bed 
of Carriso Gorge. 

This eleven-mile secticn has pre- 
sented many engineering difficulties 
and the work is hazardous, but a re- 
raarkable record has been made of 
only one man having lost his life 
on the entire construction work. 

Contractors’ camps are located 
every few miles along the moun- 
tainsides, frequently standing room 
having to be built out for the loca- 
tion of tents and mess houses.” In- 
cluded in these camps are those of 
Marsh Bros. & Gardinier, William 
Huston Wattis, Hamilton & Gleason, 
subcontract¢gs, and four camps of 


the Utah Construction Company, 
holding the general construction 
contrart.* 


LABOR DIFFICULTIES. 

Great difficulty has been experi- 
enced in keeping the required num- 
ber of. men on the work. During 
the summer months the heat is very 
trying, and laborers drift in, stop 
for a few days, and then move on- 
ward. At the present time the 
“steady” men on this work nymber 
little more than 500. 

An emusing incident of the trials 
ef the foremen, who are expected 
to keep their gangs up to comple- 
ment, occurred on this work the 
other day; when a leader. of the 
Mexican contir®rent declared his in- 
tention of quitting. This meant that 
a lot of hig fellowers would £o as 
well. The foreman, a husky Swede, 
decided to take mora) suasion into 
his own hands. He calied out the 
Mexican leader, argued with him, 
and finally gave him a sound thrash- 
ine as an Inducement to stay with 
the job. Juan went back to work, 
and the effect on the morale of the 
gang was such that not one of 
Juan’s followers has since enter- 
tained the idea of leaving the work. 

Out at “track’s end,” at the head 
of the Carriso Pass, is located the 
engineers’ camp, with a corps of 
about a score of college-bred men, 
now as brown as leather, wearing 
as few clothes as possible, and giv- 
ine their best efforts to this great 
plece of constructive engineering. 
From this camp one has a mar- 
velous perspective of tne Imperial 
Valley. It has the appearance of a 
freat inland sea, the derk green of 
the ftrrigated districts showing up 
like an immense body of water. 

It is for this promised land that 
the road is heading, and it is from 
this rich 4erritory that trainloads of 
products will soon find their way 
to the seaboard. Through the rugged 
country touched by the road as it 
crosses the mountains there is prom- 
ise of much mineral development, 
and from this source a great ton- 
nage of freight is in prospect eventu- 
ally. 

General Superintendent Pontius 
stated yesterday that*it is the pres- 
ent expectation that the San Diego 
and Arizona Railroad will be oper- 
ated from El Centro southerly by 
wav of Calexico and Mexicali, using 
the trackage of the Inter-California 
Ratlroad in its swing down through 
Mexico and onward to Yuma, where 
it will directly ‘connect with the 
Southern Pacific's main line to 


Paso. 

It is the boast of the San Diego 
and Arizona Railroad that it will 
be the shortest transcontinental line 
to the East, via its own road, the 
Seuthern Pacific and the El Paso 
and Scuthwestern.

CAN FRUIT FOR USE 
IN THE ARMY CAMPS. 


MANY WOMEN DONATE SERV- 
ICES TO WORTHY EN- 
DEAVOR. 


Under the chairmanship of Mrs. J. 
, & erson of the city Council of 
Defense the perishable fruits and 
vegetables, given in shares by the 
local farmers, will be canned to be 
used this winter in the army can- 
tonments, base hospitals, and any 

her necessary home relief work. 

e canning is being done by the 
women of the various precincts who 
donate the jars,’ rubbers, and lids. 
Four kitchens have already been 
organized and are at work, one at 
No. 947 South Broadway, Y.W.C.A.. 
State Normal School, and the fourth 
at the Los Feliz grammar school on 
Hollywood boulevard. 

Precinct No. 675, which uses the 
Los Feliz school kitchen, sent four- 
teen automobiles with forty-eight 
pickers out to Edendale last Satur- 
day and returned with ten cases of 
blackberries by noon. In the after- 
noon a new force of twenty women, 
under expert supervision, met at the 
schoolhouse and canned (fifty-one 
quarte of obilackberries, without 
sugar, seventy-nine bottles of black- 
berry jam with as little sugar as 
possible which was furnished by the 
City Council of Defense from their 
sugar fund; ten quarts of squash 
and six and one-half quarts of rhu- 
barb canned with cold water. 

As long as the food ts obtainable 
filled jars will be placed in the stores 
room of the city Council of Defense 
until needed. 


FILM ACTOR HELD ON 
CHARGE OF SEDITION. 


“4 
UTTERANCES NEARLY CAUSED 
FIGHT AT STUDIO, WIT- 
NESS DECLARES. 


Arnie Von Harder, a motion-pic- 
ture actor, had a preliminary hear- 
ing before United States Commis- 
sioner Long, yesterday, on a charge 
of vi ting the Espionage Act, and 
was held in $1600 bond to await the 
action of the Federal grand jury. 
|. Witnesses testified to the pro-Ger- 

n attitude of Von Harder at the 
studio, alleging that he had declared 
that the stories of German atrocities 
in France were net true; that Presi- 
dent Wilson was running the war in 
interest of Wall street, and that it 
was a moneyed man’s war, in which 
the common people had no interest. 
Von Harder was alleged to have said 
that brains would win the war, and 
that if there were more brains in 
this country, it would not be neces- 
sary to watch the Germans in the 
United States. 

When Von Harder was asked if he 
wished to make a statement, he said 
that he was born in Berlin, and had 
been in the United States thirty- 
one years. Asked about a picture 
found in his room representing a 
number of soldiers and sailors in 
the American army, he refused to 
anewer whether the picture was his. 
He admitted that he had a number 
of letters written in German in his 
possession at the time of his arrest, 
but declared they had nothing to do 
with the war and were from his fami- 
ly in Berlin. He also admitted that 
although he had been in this coun- 
try many years he had taken out 
only his first citizenship papers. 

Sidney Flowers, a young soldier, 
who had been invalided home on ac- 
count of wounds, testified that Von 
Harder had told him all the pictures 
showing German atrocities in France 
were fakes. “The pictures are not 
only true, but they fall short of 
showing the outrages of the Ger- 
mans in France, as I know from my 
own observation,” said Flowers. The 
Witness said the unpatriotic utter- 
ances of the defendant were so pro- 
nounced that a free fight was once 
marrowly averted, the men at the 
\studio resenting the declarations of 
Von Harder. 

The arrest of Von Harder was ac- 
complished by agents of the Ameri- 
ean Protective League, operating un- 
der the jurisdiction of the Depart- 
ment of Justice. It ig understood that 
other charges may be made involv- 
ing a violation of a State law.

Both sections will be held in the 
Times Assembly Hall on the second 
floor of The Times Building, First 
and Broadway, One is scheduled to 
meet from 12:30 to 1:30, and the 
other from 5:30 to 6:30 o'clock p.m. 


LINGUIST AND ARTIST. 


Mr. Allis, who studied inthe Paris 
schools and later taught in the Schoo! 
for Boys at Cucg, is possibly one of 
America’s foremost landscape ar- 
tists. His works are on exhibition 
both in this country and abroad, and 
his painting, “Verdun,” is at present 
the Atkerman collection of this 
city. 

Cultivation of what Mr. Allis terms 
“the French speaking voice” will be 
the first step taken by the instructor. 
for without it he asserts that one 
can neither be understood tn France 
nor by French people. He will, in 
addition, use French texts only, and 
it is his aim to give his pupils not 
only perfection in pronunciation, but 
fluency in conversation. 

“The vital interest in the great 
war and in the thousands of our 
boys ‘over there’ will make the 
French language almost as essential 
as English,” is Mr. Allis’ state- 
ment, “to say nothing of the impor- 
tance of being able better to under- 
stand the French people. It js in- 
deed a great pleasure to read many 
of“the delightful French books and 
Stories in their native tongue. And 
one can picture to oneself more viv- 
idly the beauties ef Picardy and the 
life along the Marne, peaceful before 
the advent of the Hun.” 

IN PRONUNCIATION. 

Mr. Allis has announced his inten- 
tion giving his classes daily drill 
in the pronunciation of the names 
of the Prench towne and villages in 
the war zone. In antebellum days he 
spent considerable time in the 
smatier villages, in many of which | 
no tongue other than French had | 
been spoken for months at a time. 

“Practical French as it is spoken 
‘over there’ is my aim,” he has de- 
clared. “The work undertaken is to 
be entirely in French, and by the 
‘direct’ method in vogue in the Paris 
schools by which the pupil] learns 
the language from contact with the 
instructor.” 

Mr. Allis will receive registrations 
at The Times temorrow morning 
from 10 until noon, and will com- 
mence instruction at the scheduled 
class hour.

CANNOT COLLECT FOR 
TRIP TO OWN HOME. 


FORMER SUPERVISOR NORTON 
MUST ANSWER ON SEVENTEEN 
COUNTS; DROP OTHERS. 


Former Supervisor R, H. Norton, 
from whom the county is seeking 
to recover $2675.66 paid him while 
he was in office for mileage, pleaded’ 
the statute of limitations on twenty- 
six counts of the complaint, and 
yesterday Judge Jackson sustained 
the demurrer. The District Attor- 
ney’s office, represented by Deputy 
Van Cott, had conceded that on these 
twenty-six claims the statute of limi- 
tations had run. 

The court overruled Mr. Norton's 
demurrers on the remaining seven- 
teen counts, and gave him ten days 
to file an answer, provided that the 
county does not amend its com- 
Plaint, In that event Mr. Norton 
will have ten days’ additional time. 

The court held that Mr. Norton 
could not collect mileage to and 
from his home. The charge in these 
cases was 10 cents a mile. He also 
put In claims for mileage for trips 
to San Francisco, where he looked 
over the exposition incidentally, San 
Diego and other places. 

The suit is against Mr. Norton and 
his bondsmen, the Southwestern 
Surety Insurance Company, the 
American Surety Company, the Fi- 
delity and Deposit Company of Mary- 
land, the National Surety Company, 
and the International Indemnity 
Company. He was bonded in the 
sum of $20,000.

immense open-air “deck,” and are 
served on the cafeteria pian. It is 
certainly impressive to hear the 
bugle call, which means “mess for- 
mation,” see the men line up and 
march to the mess deck, receive their 
most appetizing rations—it was beef, 
vegetables, bread and butter, stewed 
peaches and cereal the day we were 
there—and lay to with appetites 
never seen at the Alexandria or Ho- 
tel Coronado. 

The kitchens are called the “gal- 
leys’’—-and feminine housekeepers 
must view them with envy. For 
there are expert dishwashing ma- 
chimes, potato peelers, bread cut- 
ters, every kind of labor-saving de- 
vice. The bakery turns out several 
thousand loaves a day, and the best 
bread in the country. And such 
pies—no fond mamma may fear that 
her Willie is being underfed. ‘Then 
there is the canteen, at which they 
may purchase luxuries at cost price 
| —and the profits, if any, go to the 
athietic fund. All payments are 
made with books of tickets of vary- 
ing values, “filthy lucre,”’ hygienically 
cispensed. 

Of course, the entire navy are 
desciples of hygiene. Cleanliness is 
an obsession with them. The can- 
vas cots have to be scrubbed, the 
mattress covers washed, and every 
sailor washes his own clothes; those 
natty white uniforms that show ev- 
ery speck of dirt and have to be 
made snow white in sea water and 
generally worn rough dry, although 
the fastidious beaux can get them 
pressed for a nickel. 

GOOD AT WASHING. 

Sailors are first-class laundresses 
and are allotted three white ,suits 
each and one serge one—serge is 
for dress occasions. Under every 
cot is ‘a precious treasure chest, 
passing small to contain those price- 
leas little personal possessions which 
every man lotes to accumulate. Big 
canvas bags hold the wardrobe— 
and they have to be scrubbed, too. 
The entire station seemed to be one 
big drying ground, clothes lines ev- 
erywhere and snow-white apparel 
waving in the breeze. 

In the mess deck there is a big 
white screen and a movable motion- 
picture machine, which. 3 a prized 
form of entertainment the men en- 
joy. In the “berth deck,” where 
they sleep, there is a big stage at 
the end, and on gala occasions cots 
are rolled out of sight and artists 
eome down from town to amuse the 
men. 

Naturally, there is a @rst-class 
band, which gives an afternoon con- 
cert every day. The camp teems 
with clever musicians. That is why 
naval bands can be so generously 
loaned for Red Cross events in town. 

Every man wears an identification 
tag’ around his neck, bearing his 
name, number, company, etc. Most- 
ly “they are worn on a cord, but 
sumptuous ones buy themselves a 
gold chain, which we naturally mis- 
took for a romantic charm of some 
kind.

ARTILLERYMAN’S 
LIFE PICTURED 


Angeleno in France Says Buy 
Bonds for Guns. 


Declares Cannon Needed to 
Defeat Germans. 


Can’t Stop ‘Americans When 
They Get Started. 


A fair estimate of the American 
as an armilleryman and a trench 
fighter is contained in a letter from 
Kenneth 8S. Reynolds, a Los Angeles 
soldier, to his step-father, W. P. Rey- 
nolds, real estate and mining man 
with offices in the Heliman Build- 
ing. 


working on his father’s claim at Gold 
Reef, Cal., last year, when drafted. 
He went to Camp Lewis and was 
soon transferred to France. where 
he is now a member of the First 
Motor Machine Regiment. 

His idea of the American is that 
he goes after things in dead earnest 
and “brings home the bacon.” 

“The American artillery,” he says, 
“is without doubt the best in the 
world, and if you want the war to 
come to an early, successful finish, 
buy all the Liberty Bonds in sight 
and boost for big guns. If the Amer- 
icans have plenty of big guns and 
ammunition they will knock the 
spots off the Germans. ) 

“The American soldiers seem to 
have the ‘savvy,’ which some of the 
othérs lack, and they shoot at some 
thing every time they pull the string. 
The Frenchies don’t quite under- 
stand how the Americans figure. 
They are in love with the American 
artillery, but they don't like the in- 
fantry worth a whoop. They say 
we are too fast. 

“About the second day an Ameri- 
can is in a trench up goes some- 
body's head and bang goes a shot 
at a head. He is lucky if he only 
gets a burn. That scares the tar 


, Out of the whole bunch for a while. 


Then ,they get to talking about it 
anc that makes them mad. The 
Frenchmen try to quiet them down, 
tut you might as well try to quiet 
a rattlesnake as a singed American. 
They either have to be taken out 
of the trenches or else over they 
go, and believe me, it is good-by 
Boche every time they go over. It 
is useless to tell an American to 
take the first trench. He takes ev- 
erything in sight.” 

Speaking of German destruction 
Mr. Reynolds says: “Day before 
yesterday I took a trip to Rheims 
and stayed three hours. That was 
long enough, because you can see 
everything that is left in that time. 
The cathedral is damaged quite a 
bit, but not as bad as one would 
expect, considering the fighting that 
has been going on there. But the 
Germans didn’t take the place, and 
what is more they never will take 
it, because they have American artil- 
lery all up and down the front.” 

In describing the “alert,” which 
signals the approaching of mbing 
airplanes Mr. Reynolds says it 
sounds just like the siren whistle 
blown by the Les Angeles Times on 
election day. One night when a 
bomb was dropped near the sleep- 
ing quarters the soldiers all rushed 
out of the building. Mr. Reynolds 
was the last man out. He had his 
pants over his shoulder and his shoes 
in his hands, he says. . 

“We ran for about a mile, till 
We got out of town,” he says, “then 
waited about an hour, and’ because 
the Germans didn't drop any bombs 
we cussed them all the way back. 
Now, when we go to bed our auto- 
mobiles are headed toward the 
street, with a priming can on the 
fender and the hood unlatched. Our 
shoes are unlaced and set exactly 
where we know they'll be, our over- 
coats and tin derbies are near at 
hand, and we sleep with the rest of 
our clothes on.”

SEDITIOUS CARTOONIST 
MUST SERVE TWO YEARS. 


N. LEGENDRE, a cartoonist, 
with offices in the Van Nuys 
* Building,.charged with -viola- 
tion of the Espionage Act, withdrew 
his plea of not guilty before Judge 
Trippet, yesterday, and was sen- 
tanced to the Federal prison on Mc- 
Neil's Island, for two years. ‘ 
The detection of the Pro-German 
activities of Legendre was secured 
by means of a dictagraph placed: 
in his room, by agents of the Army 
and Navy Intelligence Bureau, and 
the defendant acknowledged the 
truth of the statements that had 
been alleged against him in the 
complaint. 
In commenting on statements im- 
puted to Legendre, that ‘this was a 
rich men’s war,” and that it was 
“a Morgan war,” Judge Trippet took 
eceasion to say that the events of

WOMEN IN THE CAMPAIGN. 


EW OF THE time-honored political maxims are going to hold good in 
the present campaign. The women have taken a header into politics 
and the sea is full of them. And for the first time in the history of the, 
State the women registrants exceed the men, the female vote is in the ma- 
jority. This fact has occasioned a mild sort of panic in masculine realms, 
where formerly certain prescribed tactics could be relied upon, where certain 
kinds of speeches and appeals could be trusted to have given effects, and 
where party alignments were a fairly safe bet. But the women are not nec- 
essarily going to play havoc o'er the once harmonious stene. Indeed, so far 
they have shown a rather unsuspected penchant for logic—logic, once re- 
garded as man’s peculiar prerogative. , | 

And after all, what is politics? It is the business of the city, State 
and the nation, not to be regarded with disrepute, but rather, as a matter for 
conscientious study, reputable service, active consideration worthy of the 
best brains and attention of the electorate. The women are frankly new to 
this sort of business and propose to inform themselves rather minutely, not 
alone as to individual candidates, but as to methods, ways and means. In 
this respect the women’s clubs have formed a painstaking and effective uni- 
versity, for there they have not only practiced the technique of parliamentary 
debate themselves, making for orderly thinking and well-disciplined sessions, 
but it is in the clubs that every political measure is discussed and every po- 
litical candidate invited to express his views. 3 

Time was when the male of the species claimed politics and politi 
knowledge for his own. He occasionally suffered conscientious scruples on 
the subject and vouchsafed a little guarded information to his womenfolk, 
whose ability to understand he seriously doubted. But other times, other 
manners. Today it is madame whose knowledge of political questions enjoys 
wide ramifications, whose information is quite alarmingly exact, and who pre- 
sents monsieur with a lengthy catalogue of tips on who, why and how. It is 
to madame that monsieur hastens for knowledge, for an intelligent array of 
facts, for enlightenment upon lurking darkness; and her pen pictures of some 
of the ebullient and self-confident candidates, their public utterances and 
their private aims, would make the old-time, easy-going politician turn in his 


II. 


AKE the candidates for Governor, for instance. When Francis J. Heney 
spoke before the Woman's City Club he used all the old’ flamboyant 
rhetoric, all the old hoary bromides, all the paint and none of the tech- 

nique. It was the sort of stuff the demode politician reseryed for the mob. 
He gave the women gaudy melodrama, while complimenting them on that 
very intelligence which had been trained for polished reserve, cultured sub- 
tlety, and a minute discrimination. In fact, he presented those connoisseurs 
in candidates with a multicolored chromograph, when they could have ef- 
fectually appreciated a skillful mezzotint. 

And while there are Women-for-Woolwine clubs, which would seem to 
indicate that Woolwine stands high with a devoted band of the sex, this in- 
genious form of campaigning leaves the ladies very capable of dissecting any 
Woolwine weaknesses and discussing him quite impartially. | 

The engaging habit the women's clubs have of inviting the various can- 
didates for office to present themselves on their platforms 4s a disconcerting 
innovation in politics and a marked feature of the present campaign. It gives 
them an opportunity of seeing the candidates in the flesh, studying their 
physiognomy, their literacy, their degree of logic, and, what is even more 
interesting, said candidates’ opinion of women. Most male candidates make 
the grievous mistake of smothering the women with compliments on their 
intelligence—what they have long since considered an established fact. 

There is no leading measure or issue that is not exhaustively discussed 
at the women’s clubs. Speakers are heard on both sides of every issue; ques- 
tions are asked from the floor: and he is a fortunate speaker indeed, who 
does not leave that platform dubious as to the impression he has made. Some 

_of the leading questions leave no doubt in the mind of the candidate as to his 
ve to verihied—-yes, altogether things have been very perturbing since 
the ladies found politics interesting. 3 : 


JN THE present campaign there are few women candidates for office, and 
even those cannot rely upon the whole-hearted support of their sex. ’ 
Women seem to have no intention of supporting a woman just because she 

is a woman, and they are apparently anxious to ensure that their first women 
representatives shall do them credit. But they are concentrating on the work 
to see that the best available men are elected and to that end male candidates 
are subjected to a scrutiny which will go far to raise the level of politics. * 
But one rather disconcerting fact is obvious: the women consider the selec- 
tions offered pretty poor in many cases and feel that they will have to make 
the best of a sad choice. If the male of the species is to maintain prestige and 
influence in the political world as time goes on, it is obvious that a much bet- 
ter class of man office-holder will be:'demanded. At present it is the best 
feminine intellect which is interesting itself in legislative channels, and second- 
rate masculine intellects suffer accordingly. The best female intellects have 
little difficulty in surpassing second-quality male intellects, and masculinity 
can only hope to hold its own in the field if the caliber of its legislative can- 
didates is raised to a higher standard. | : 
In this connection it is well to recall that when the first contingent of 
_lady lobbyists returned from Sacramento they one and all voiced their amaze- 
ment that the average Senator and Representative should have been of such 
small mold. The subject was discussed from many club platforms with 
polite astonishment that the State should be run by men who surely could not 
hold first-class jobs in a big business corporation. And when the establish- 
ment of a moron colony for the feeble-minded was being debated in the Fri- 

day Morning Club, the lady who rose to remark that we seemed to have a 

very effective one at Sacramento already, raised a joyous laugh of satirical 

approval. 
| IV. 


HE women have developed two disconcerting traits since their advent in 

politics, formerly regarded as the exclusive attributes of men—logic and 

a sense of humor. These are powerful weapons, powerful allies. They are 
also proving themselves able and conservative public speakers—they don't 
harangue, they don’t filibuster, and they eschew melodrama. Mindful of the 

\ traditions against their sex, women speakers verify their facts, measure their 
statements, and keep their sentimentality well in check. 4 

There seems to be no danger at present of the women aligning them- 
selves on a sex:partisanship on any measure, for their opinions and tastes are 
as diverse as men and their party affiliations equally apportioned. Women 
are, however, much more likely to consider the candidate than the party; they 
have not been steeped in party prejudices as the men have. But one thing 
we are sure they can be trusted to do, and that is to see that the elected can- 
didate lives up to his pledges. There will be short shrift for'the backslider of 
flamboyant promise and small performance. For the women have time and 
taste for politics and their interest is persistent and steadfast. _ | . 

In this confection it is interesting to know that our officials are under 
constant feminine scrutiny. It is one lady's appointed duty in each club to 
report on, say, the Supervisors, keep a careful tab on their activities and their 
votes, and tell the club all about them on civic department days. Another 
member is appointed to attend all the City Council meetings and present her 
club with a monthly report on individual Councilmen. In this way it stands 
to reason that a slacker city official stands a poor chance of re-election. 

In the meantime, the woman campaign manager is also with us. d 
women are born advertisers. We even have an incumbent sheriff with a 
woman campaign manager in this election. These women campaign man- 
agers will naturally use their club affiliations to further the cause of their can- | 
didates; but it is probably true that women are not supporting women just 

use they are women, whether she be a campaign manager or candidate. 

Of course the wives of candidates had been known to dip into politics 
long befote women had the vote. But in the olden days when duchesses 
bought votes with kisses, and wives culled votes with picture hats, condi- 
tions were very different. The modern plan of campaign is far more subtle. 
The candidate's fair relative has long since been afhliated with numerous 
women's organizations and ere election day arrives she has been a constant 
attendant at them all. And she wins her way to favor with service, she 
makes herself a valuable member if she is clever, and has probably been at 
pains to adorn the club before it adorns her. Wheedling votes for one's pet 
candidates out of men was a very different matter. The lady campaigner 
today faces a very different proposition. Her sex knows all about her and 
is usually quite indifferent to her purely feminine charms. She must have a 
first-class argument at her tongue’s end, backed with facts and evidence.

If the battle of the last few days had 
‘been a war game, decided by referees rath- 
er than by bullets and dead men—and some 
live ones, too—the Americans would have 
been declared officially wiped off the face 
of the earth. They were technically licked, 
theoretically annihilated, hypethetically 
crumpled. 

But, said Gen. Liggett by way of explain- 
ing to Foch why the Americans wouldn't 
stay put when the Germahs had pushed 
them back a couple of miles: “This is un- 
endurable and none of our soldiers would 
understand their not being asked to do 
whatever is necessary to re-establish a sit- 
uation which is humiliating and unaccept- 
able to our country’s honor. We are going 
to counter-attack.” 

Imagine anybody being crazy enough to 
attack the apex of a German drive! It was 
magnificent, but it was not war. No Ger- 
man referee would have stood Mr it. He 
would have said Gotteramerdungscewinhon- 
sen! As it was, we ray never know what 
the Germans did say. The Yankees just 
picked up their heels and planted them 
squarely a hundred yards ahead at every 
jump. 

When the German waves had swept over 
the positions held by the Yankee troops a 
lot of little corporal squads of Americans 
were tucked away in thickets and dugouts. 
By the rules of war they should have 
emerged with uplifted arms and cried “Kam- 
erad.” They did nothing of the kind. They 
waited quiet as little mice until they heard 
the “rebel yell” of the returning Yanks, 
then opened fire right and left with ma- 
chine guns, and the bewildered Hun must 
have thought the ground sprouted Yankees 
all the same as mushrooms. 

And consider the two Yankee sergeants 
who were captured in the first rush of Ger- 
mans. They were prisoners and they were 
taken to the rear to be questioned by a 
German officer, and they were taken under 
guard. But the two Yankee sergeants did 
not like the looks of the officer; or perhaps 
he said something disrespectful and made 
them peevish; for certain it is that a few 
hours later they came trottting back to 
their company and brought along the of- 
ficer’s private papers as a souvenir.

And no. doubt the Germans could 
make some expressive comments on 
the use of explosive bullets by the 
Yanks. Herr Gott! The use of ex- 
Plosive bullets is strictly forbidden 
by international law to which all 
civilized nations and Germany have 
subscribed. But the Yankees used 
‘dum-dums and lots of them. You 
see, the Yanks went ahead so fast 
and shot so rapidly that the ammu- 
nition carriers,like the soup kitch- 
éns, couldn't keep up with them; so 
not wishing to stop the fun when it . 
was going good, all the same as a 
Fourth of July back home, they just 
took a lot of German machine guns, 
together with a thousand or so boxes 
of ammunition, and turned loose. 
No doubt the Germans could have 
wished the Yanks to be a little more 
careful about picking up stray guns 
and shells, for these boxes were 
dum-dums, explosive. No doubt, too, 
they had been planted in the Ger- 
man camps by wicked Belgian spies 
who wished to discredit the honor of 
Germany before the world. 

The Yankees are too enthusiastic 
and impetuous to be good soldiers. 
They are too free with the bayonet, 
also; and the four-year veterans pro- 
tested loudly over their shoulders 
as they beat it toward Berlin. But 
don’t imagine those German vet- 
erans were running away. No. They | 
were simply leading the Yankees on;

AMP LEWIS (Wash.) July 20. 

—~A California National Army 

regiment, the Three Hundred 
and Sixty-third Infaritry, which 
trained at Camp Lewis for service 
overseas, recently made history and 
smashed traditions when the unit 
marched down the streets of Cal- 
gary, Can., on its way East. 

Led by their band, the members 

of the regiment swung down the 
main street of Calgary and were 
cheered by thousands of onlookers. 
The Stars and Stripes floated side 
by side with the Union Jack 
throughout the city for the event. 
The appearance of the Three Hun- 
@red and Sixty-third Infantry on 
the streets of Calgary was the first 
time that a full American military 
unit, armed, had ever passed in re- 
view on Canadian soll. 
At Montreal the Third Battalion 
of the Three Hundred and Sixty- 
third. Infantry was drawn up for re- 
view and inspected by the Duke of 
Devonshire.” Governor-General of 
Canada. He was accompanied by 
Maj. J. D. Woolnough, in command 
of the battalion. At the same time 
Col. Crtelman, D.8.0., acting Mayor 
ef Moftttreal, and but recently re- 
turned from the trenches in France, 
presented to Maj. Woolnough a 
PMritieh flag. the first, so far as is 
known, to be carried by American 
troops.

DELAY FOR LETTERS. 

As has been the case in every 
draft, many letters have arrived at 
the Camp Lewis postoffice with a 
name and Camp Lewis as the only 
address. It is taken for 
that these letters are for the new 
men, but it will be impossible to 
deliver them for several days at 
least, as it takes time to locate the 
men. 

Relatives and friends of the re- 
cruits are urged‘*by officers mot to 
begin writing to the men as soon 
as they leave, but to wait until they 
arrive, are assigned and have either 
written or telegraphed their correct 
address. - 

Announcement of the forming of 
a new division at Camp Lewis is 
daily expected. That one will be 
organized in the near’ future is 
known, but whether it will be of Na- 
tional Army or Regular Army troops 
is still.a matter to be learned. The 
First Infantry, which recently 
pitched its tents at Camp Murray, 
following its arrival from Honolulu, 
has moved to Camp Lewis, and

Maj.-Gen. H. A. Greene, 
who trained the division, is now in 
the Philippines with the rank of 
brigadier-general. 
To take charge of the new de- 
partment of civilian relief and home 
service for the Red Cross at Camp 
Lewis, W. C. Collins, former mem- 
ber of the Spokane City Commis- 
sion, recently reported at the can- 
tonment. Soldiers who are in any 
way anxious or worried about the 
comfort and well-being af the folks 
at home have only to apply to Mr. 
Collins at Red Cross headquarters 
and immediate action will be taken 
by him to allay their fears. 
“We are fully equipped to meet 
every demand of the soldiers,” *says 
Mr. Collins. “No problem is too 
small or too large. to receive the 
best attention possible. I have come 
here to hear all sorts of problems 
and will be on hand to see that 
every condition is properly ealt 
with, whether it be of a military, 
civil, personal or technical nature.

such fine and im niment. 

. Counciiman Ralph Criswell of the 
committee which framed the new 
law, said in its defense: 

“The law was necessary because 
there is a growing class in the com- 
munity which is keeping their stores 
open all the time and gradually in- 
creasing their stocks to include ev- 
erything under the sun. Take, for 
example, the Japanese fruit stores. 
They are putting in groceries. They 
have been open all day and night on 
Sundays, and have been gradually 
making grocery as well as fruit 
This ts 
un-American. We must put a stop 
to it. Americans take reasonabie 
times for storekeeping and for rest 
and recreation. The new law pro- 
vides that all necessities and means 
ef recreation may be had -on Sun- 
day. It puts am end to merchandise 
selling.” 

Under the new law dough may be 
made in bakeries, necessary govern- 
ment work, such as shipbuilding 
may be carried on, livery stables, 

es, making and selling of 
newspapers, work on farms and 
orchards, may go on.

BOSTON, July 20.—The Christian 
Science Monitor continues its expose 
of Hearstism and presentation of the 
anti-Hearst campaign. Under a New 
York date the Monitor says: 

Towns, clubs, churches and private | 
individuals are rapidly enrolling 
themselves in the campaign against 
Hearst papers and magazines. It 
not an uncommon thing, according 
to Teports, to see commuters gath- 
ered at a suburban railroad station 
awaiting their morning train acquire 
ali the Hearst papers possible and, 
with the aid of a match or two, con- 
vert them into a brisk bonfire. 
Bronxville, N. Y., was cited as the 
stage of such an event not long ago. 
Women as well as men.are active in 
the campaign to bar such reading 
matter. In Dorest Hills they have 
formed a “Committee with the 
avowed intention of fighting any ef- 
fort to bring these papers back into 
town, the Forest Hills Taxpayers’ 
having passed a resolu- 
tion requesting the local news deal- 
ers to discontinue those papers. This 
town is said to be the first to avail 
itself of the agreement of the Long 
Island News Dealers’ Association to 
refrain from sending them into any 
town if so requested by its citizens. 
The Nyack (N. Y.) Club at a re- 
cent meeting voted to bar Hearst pa- 
pers from the town, not only for 
the duration of the war but there- 
after as well. Nyack guardsmen are 
planning to rid the whole county of 
them by reguesting the news dealers 
to discontinue their sales and by ap- 
pealing to the people not to buy or 
read them. 

The Engineers’ Club.in New York 
has barred all papers and magazines 
published by William Randolph 
Hearst from its library. Various 
New Jersey towns — Montclair, En- 
glewood, Sterling, Nutley, South 
Orange and others—have been the 
scenes of active campaigns against 
Hearst papers. In Dumont, N. J., 
the Women's Council of National 
Defense, impatient of slowness of 
action on the part of the men, 


acted.

Hearst papers as unpatriotic and 
pledged themselves “not to subscribe 
to, buy, read or countenance in any 
way” any of the publications, not 
even the Household Magazine, which 
many of them had formerly taken, 
arguing that buying even that would 
be too much like “trading with the 
enemy.”

Trust Building, up to closing time 
yesterday, making 85,000 signatures 
on hand, leaving 5000 yet to be re- 
ceived at the offices of the league 
by 4 p.m. Monday. At that hour 
J. P. Steele, managing director’ of 
the league, will take the great stack 
of petitions In an automobile and 
file them with Registrar of Voters D. 
B. Lyons. 

Mr. Steele is confident that by hard. 
efforts on the part of the workers 
the desired 90,000, and perhaps more 
names, will be secured to file. This 
will insure more than the required 
74,320 names, after Registrar Lyons's 
force has gone over the petitions 
and thrown out those with Iincor- 
rect addresses, mistakes in spelling, 
etc.

Vigilance Corps .of

Society Adopts Resolution Against 
Pro-German Publications. 


OPIES of the issue of July 3 
of the Pacific Commercial Ad- 
Vertiser of Honolulu, the prin- 

eipal daily of the Territory of 
Hawaii, which have been received 
here, report the adoptivun on July 
3 by the Hawaiian Vigilance Corps

Co.. which firm is agent here for the 
Hearst publications and supplies 
ether news dealers throughout the 
Islands, all the news dealers in Hono- 
lulu said yesterday that they would 
cheerfully comply with the request 
ef the Vigilance Corps to kick 
Hearst's publications out. .. 

“The action taken yesterday by 


the Vigilance Corps is in line with 
action taken all over the United 
States. ‘ Scores of other 
communities have concluded that 
they have had enough of William 
Bolo Hearst and his harmful pub- 
lications and have kicked them out 
Or are preparing to do so. Canada 
has long barred the Hearst papers, 
while the International News Serv- 
ice, Which belongs to Hearst and 
supplies him with his fake news, was 
thrown out of England two years ago 
for deliberate faking of war news. 

“Hearst and his papers are being 
denounced all over the United States 
as inimical to the welfare of the 
nation, if not actually pro-German, 
and there is arising a loud demand 
that Hearst himself be punished as 
was a much lesser culprit, Rose 
Pastor Stokes, who was sentenced 
recently to ten years in the peni- 
tentiary for saying things about the 
war and thes administration that 
were enthusiastic praise in compari- 
son with the things that appear al- 
most daily in the emissions of the 
Hearst presses. 


COMMENT OF DEALERS.

by newsdealers of Honolulu fol- 
lows: 

“Thomas L. Wall—‘As I now see 
it I am inclined to think that they 
are carrying this thing too far.

In Feb- 
ruary one of the Hearst magazines 
came out with an article which was 
so positively pro-German that it was 
suppressed on the mainiand, al- 
though copies of it had already slip- 
ped through to Hawaii. Something 
bigger, more substantial and more 
sweeping than a mere understanding 
between dealers is called for.’ 


WILL CUT THEM OUT. 


“William N. Patten, president of 
Patten Company, Ltd., said: *‘I do 
not read either the papers or maga-

CLOSED-CAR TOURING IS 
JUST THE STUFF FOR HIM. 


ECURITY against unpleasant 
weather conditions such as are, 
to be had when using a closed 
automobile for touring is one of the 
chief requisites to an enjoyable 
cross-country trip, -according to J. 
M. Waterman,: of No, 724 South 
Spring street, who recently com- 
pleted an extensive tour in a Frank- 
lin sedan.

We found the roads in Colorado 
in pretty good shape, but on leav- 
ing Colorado through New Mexico 
we found stretches of very bad road 
-—@huckhole after chuckhole, hid- 
den by dust, where at times for sev- 
eral miles we could not go faster 
than five miles an hour and simply 
had to stay in low gear. 

In Arizona, it wasn't much better 
—jn fact, on account of being 
hotter we found the going a 
little worse, but finally landed in 
glorious California and believe mie, 
when we struck the pavement 
Cajon Pass, we felt as if we want 
to get out and kiss it. 

But, what I partic ly wanted 
to say to you about thé trip, is that 
the car behaved beautifully: that 
we never suffered any inconveni- 
ences whatever; that we brought our 
California air in the tires back with 
us, being troubled by only one punc- 
ture and that near ctorville.

SAVING CASINGS. 


FOLILOW THIS RULE ABOUT AIR 
PRESSURE AND TIRES 


Most motorists are right up to 
economy on tires. It is very sel- 
dom We see a rim-cut tire any more, 
due to underinflation, also ‘stone or 
fabric bruise caused by underin- 
flation, Edward Harris, secretary 
of the Tire Construction Company, 
says: “Buy a gauge and keep your 
tires inflated to twenty pounds to 
the square inch, viz.: 30x3% tires, 
taking the last figure, 3% inches at 
twenty pounds is seventy pounds 
necessary for that size tire. If the 
tire has run 3000 miles or over, re- 
duce to eighteen pounds to the 
square inch. This way of keeping 
up the air insures the user he may 
have the tire retreaded as it will 
wear evéhly, provided the wheels 
are aligned and brakes move 
smoothly and do not grip. Wheels 
out of line will ruin a new tire in a

TO CLEAN MUFFLER.

Remove the muffler and plug 
up one end with a wooden plug. 
Pour in the other end a solution 
made up of half a pint of concen- 
trated lye to, half a galion of boil- 
ing water. ake the muffler vig- 
orously, pour out the solution and 
rinse with bolling water. This lye 
solution burns the hands or clothes, 
when it touches them, so be careful 
of it. 


ANTI.BLACK-HANDS. 
For the man who does the work 
about his own car and yet does not 
care to have hands like a garage 
mechanic’s, the following is valu- 
able: Four ounces of grain alcohol, 
three ounces of glycerin and three 
ounces of water, shaken up in a4 
bottle. If this liquid is applied to 
ithe hands before beginning work, a 
good washing with soap and water 
afterward removes all 
labor. 


BENT PLIERS. 

For use in certaftm conditions the 
ordinary type of straight pliers are 
‘inefficient. It is possible to heat an 
ordinary pair of pliers and bend 
them just below the jaws and above 
the pivot. After they have been re- 
tempered again, you have a useful 
tool for getting at nuts, belts or 
anything else in an inaccessible lo- 
cation. 


BATTERY BOX PAINT. 
Black Asphaltum paint is an ex- 
cellent medium to use on the bat- 
tery box, as it prevents the eating 
away of the box by solution that 
may be spilled.

'NEW LOCATION DEMANDED 
BY INCREASED BUSINESS. 


NOTHER step toward the dis- 
A integration of Olive street as 
the Automobile Row éf Los 
Angeles will be observed tomorrow 
when the Irving Motor Car Com- 
pany, distributers for Cole and Elgin 
cars open to the public the doors 
to their new home at the northeast 
corner of Flower and Eleventh 
streets.

STOPPING CRACKS, 


The small cracks that frequently 
make their appearance on the edge 
of the fender or other sheet metal 
parts wil] rapidly become big breaks 
unless they are nipped in the bud. 
Drill a small hole in the metal and 
through the crack, near its outer 
end. Slip a rivet through and run 
on a burr and then rivet the head 
firmly. This prevents vibration of 
the edges of the crack, which is the 
trouble that induces the spregding 
of the crack. A brushful of paint 
will make this repair invisible. 


TIGHTENING BUSHINGS. 

-It sometimes occurs that after « 
bushing has been pressed into place, 
it is found to be loose, so that it 
eannot be reamed out, because it 
turns as you try to work on it. In 
these circumstances take the bushing 
out and run a coating of solder over 
the outside of it. There is no need 
to file this solder down even, because 
any irregularities will be pushed off 
as the bushing is pressed home. 


REMOVING RIM RUST. 

To remove rust from the rims of 
a car, jack up the rear wheels and 
start the engine running in high. 
The wheels will spin and emery 
paper is applied to the rim with a 
block and the rust will be eaten off 
in short order. By removing the 
fenders and running a band from 4 
rear to a front wheel, the same 
process may be repeated with the 
front wheels.

Mr. Hackett is an “earnest” critic. 
He has none of the sophisticated 
cynicism that may make much critl- 
cism valueless, but does something 
to keep it from being podgy, But in 
bending away from cynicism he 
leans perilously toward the profes- 
sorial manner. I can imagine him 
with the fullness of years being used 
in the making of a composite photo- 
graph of professorial critics—a 
photograph that will when finished 
bear a likeness to Prof. Stuart P. 
Sherman, at the same time suggest- 
ing Prof. Lyon Phelps. 

As a reviewer, I am rather fa- 
miliar with most of the books that 
Mr. Hackett has reviewed. The re- 
views are well written in style and 
manner. They have the scrupulous 
attentiveness to manner of a young 
man observing the formality of 8t. 
James; they have the studious lit- 
erary grace of the conscious essay- 
ist. The book is replete with such 
sentences as: “The odium of scien- 
tific monism may be attached to cer 
tain ruthless Germans, especially 
German legalists, but you cannot 
start out to annex such a convenient 
equipment as the old moral abstrac- 
tions without hearing a loud squawk 
from the Kaiser.” That is the tried 
and “intellectual” style. Mr. Hack- 
ett's reviews impress me much as 
that sentence does. It Is easy enough 
to know of what he is talking, to 
know what he is saying, but what he 
thinks—that rather eludes percep- 
tion. The thinking process is con- 
cealed behind the ruffles and fur-, 
‘belows of style, which Mr. Hackett 
wears with scholastic propriety, but 
as uncomfortably as a young man in 
tight trousers and stays. 

Thies affectation of style is not so 
noticeable in his earlier work; and 
ten years ago he was not averse to 
saying what he thought, to letting 
his enthusiasms loose. A bit youth- 
ful may be the threnody on John 
Synge, but it is inspiring, bold with 
the boldness of admiration, I haven't 
read all of Mr. Hackett’s reviews. I 
should certainly scream if compelled 
to pore over many pages like those 
devoted to Mr. Harvey's estimate of 
William Dean Howells; and how 
anyone with the admiration for Sam- 
vel Butler that Mr. Hackett pro- 
fesses could write of him in the 
manner and phrase that Butler so 
heartily detested, I do not know. 
But of those reviews I have read, 
the one on Synge impresses me as 
the most valuable; and for critical 
expression, nothing of the laborious 
brooding and sifting equals Mr. 
Hackett’s review of “Tono-Bungay.” 

And in view of all this it is curious 
to find Mr. Hackett remarking in his 
introduction that when it was sug- 
gested that he collect his reviews 
for a volume, he thought of rewrit- 
ing them, then decided that “why, 
after all should I long to 
come forward in full dress when it 
was my habit to go around in a ten- 
nis shirt?”

The war has caused many books 
to be brought out to fill in Ce 
ficiencies in historical chronicles 
which a new and general interest 
in nations’ destinies has discovered 
to exist. The Oxford Press has is- 
sued several volumes of the kind 
intended for the student and in- 
quirer who are hard put in ransack- 
ing libraries to get a complete 
story of, for instance, the Balkans. 

Nevill Forbes, Arnold J. Toynbee, 
D. Mitrany and D. G. Hogarth have 
mingled ink from their respective 
wells to write “The Balkans: A Hig. 


tory of Bulgaria, Serbia, Greece, Ru- 


mania and Turkey.” The Balkans 
may be called’ the Witches’ Caldron 


of Europe, and the authors say that 


“every one of these peoples, on 
whatever side he be fighting today, 
has a past worthy of more than 
our respect and interwoven in some 
intimate way with our history.” At. 
tention has been focused on near 
and contemporary events and the 
authors attempt to illuminate the 
muddle of politics and intrigue. 


Another concentrated study of one 
power that has usually been treated 
as one, though the dominant one, of 
numerous Germanic states, is in 
“The Evolution of Prussia,” by J. A. 
R. Marriott and C. Grant Robertson. 
In the authors’ words, they have “at- 
tempted to set forth the story of 
the rise and development of Bran- 
denburg-Prussia and the later Prvus- 
silanization of Germany under the 
Hohenzollern dynasty, and to set it 
forth briefly and simply, but as a 
connected whole and with due re- 
gard to the claims of histortcal 
scholarship.” They have “deemed 
it wise” to end the narrative with 
Bismarck’s fall as later develop- 
ments “have not yet fallen into his- 
torical perspective, and cannot be 
disentanglied from political contro- 
versy; but, for the convenience of 
readers, the main facts have been 
succinctly narrated in an epilogue.” 

“Portugal, Old and Young,” by 
George Young, is avowedly written 
a8 an answer to the question, “Why 
is Portugal at war, and at war on 
our side?” “A question,” says rhe 
author, “which can only be answered 
by giving some idea of the part 
played by Portugal in past Euro- 
pean history, of the present p»st- 
tion of Portugal in the European 
polity, and of the potential power, 
moral and intellectual, represented 
by the Portuguese people.”

AMBROSE BIERCE, 


It is one of the oddities of litera- 
ture that the individual works of an 
author like Ambrose Bierce, who en- 
joys an international reputation as 


one of the leading American writ- 
ers, should until now heave remained 


body of American readers for lack 
of an American publisher. This 
stupendous anomaly has at last been 
removed by the enterprise of Boni 
Liveright, who have undertaken 
the issuance of his best works, to 
be added in single volumes. Here- 
tofore, it has only been possible to 


set, variously bound, at either $25, 
$60 or $100 a set. The first volume, 
that has just come from the press of 
Boni & Liveright, is “In the Midst of 
Life” (tales of soldiers and civil- 
fans.) This volume containg some 
of Bierce’s very best stories, those 
of the American Civil War being 
particularly timely at this moment. 
The next volume Bierce’s present 
publishers will issue will be “Can 
Such Things Be?” 

Practically everybody knows of 
the mystery that has surrounded 
Bierce’s life. Nothing has been 
heard of Bierce since he so dramati- 
cally disappeared in 1914. At that

every few months another rumor 
spreads, locating Bierce anywhere 
from Petrograd to Patagonia. The 
other day, in speaking of Bierce, 
Gertrude Atherton, who says that he 
is the greatest writer of English the 
United States has produced, with 
the possible exception of Henry 
James, remarked that she recently 
heard three “authoritative” 
sources that Bierce was doing spe- 
cial work for the British General 


to the. Mikado of Japan and had 
been killed in Gallipoli. Other peo- 
ple say that he is hale and hearty 
in Paris at seventy-six, and has 
Placed his military knowledge, 
gained fn the Civil War, at the dis- 
posal of the French government. 
But it is certain that no author 
of the last decade has been so much 
discussed by the men and women 
who have made the lit@rature of the 
world during the past fifty years. 
Few great living authors may say 
that they have been uninfluenced by 
Ambrose Bierce, He himself humor- 
ously said in reference to his lack 
of recognition: 
“My, how my fame rings out in every 
zone, 
A thousand critics shouting, ‘He's un- 
known!’ 


—But in spite of this lack of gen- 
| eral recognition, such men as Henry 
Irving, Austin Dobson and Clement 
Scott tell of how Bierce, then writ- 
ing under the pseudonym of Dod 
Grile, stirred London thirty years 
ago &s no writer has done since the 
days of Swift. Joel Chandler Harris 
| once sald: “If I were Santa Claus 
ila put into the hands of every in-

GOES GLADLY TO WAR. 


MEN WIL N BIGGER 
AND STRONGER FROM EX- 
PERIENCE, HE SAYS. 


A letter typical of the high pur- 
pose and good cheer which animates 
the American soldier in and on the 
way to France has just been received 
here by Mrs. J. A. Davis of No. 608% 
Selma avenue from her son, Raiph 
E. Davis, writfen just before his em- 


barkation for overseas at Camp 
Merritt, N. J. The letter is as fol- 
lows: 

My Loved Ones at Home: 

When you receive this letter I will 
already, barring mishaps, be over 
there. The weeks and months of 
anticipation will have been passed 
and our ome great purpose—to get 
over—will have begun to be real- 
ized. 

How strange it seems to be writ- 
ing this! How different I feel from 
what I thought I would feel when 
this supreme anticipation of the past 
year is about to be realized! As I 
have looked forward to the eve of 
“shoring off,” it has many times 
seemed that the adventure !imme- 
diately. confronting us would appear 
fo huge, and at the same time so 
forboding, as to make the last few 
hours in our beloved native land 
anxious; and certainly the last night 
sleepless. 

And yet it has not been that way. 
We are naturally looking forward 
to a great adventure, but it is the 
unfqueness rather than the danger of 
it that stimulates our thought. Ex- 
cept for a certain quiet expectancy, 
all of us are as calm as though we 
were going about our peaceful pur- 
suits back in the dear West. 

In fact, one can scarcely be other- 
wise in the army. The first com- 
mandment here is to be ready, and 
after one accustoms oneself to be 
constantly ready for anything-—— 
either the best or the worst, the 
easiest or the most difficult—even a 
trip on a transport in these stormy 
days does not alarm one unduly. 

So every man of us is ready. No 
sleep is being lost and now as later 
on, we are ready to accept the worst 
even, as & part of the day’s work. I 
only hope that our loved ones at 
home will accept the future with as 
little forboding and as much op- 
timistic faith as we do ourselves. 

for myself, I am absolutely 
sure that I am in the one place of 
all the places in the world, where 
I should be. There is no task in all 


which I could dedicate myself more 
completely than the one in which I 
am engaged now. 

“Going off to war” for a cause 
such as America in this war is not 
an awful thing. It is not a cause 
of despair, but rather an occasion 
for thankfulness. It is one of the 
privileges which come to the aver- 
age man but once in his life. It is 


lize his best self, as most of us have 
never had before, and perhaps will 
never have in. An American 
soldier's life in this emergency is not 
a cause to feel that hope has fled, 
but rather it is a challenge to the 
very best which he possesses. 

Practically all of us ate coming 
out of the war bigger and stronger 
than we ever could have become 
without the discipline and training 
which this crusade for democracy is 

fing to us, 
az de so thankful that I have this 
opportunity. It is one of the great- 
est blessings which could have come 
to me. I surely do not count it a 
tragedy. If our country did not 
have such an altruistic motive in 
wagin® the war, it would be differ- 
ent. But as it is, the person who 
purposely stays out of this great 
Christian campaign is depriving 
himeelf of an opportunity which will 
leave his life marked forever. 

Because Germany began the war: 
because she began it to realize her 
own criminal lust for world domin- 
fon and not for her own protection 
or for any legitimate cause; because 


Belgium and raped 


and sacked and plundered iike 
fiends from hell; because Germany 
disregarded her own pledges and 
promises in the conduct of the war 
by bombarding unfortified towns, 
resorting to pillage, using poison 
gases, dropping bombs on sleeping 
villages; because she flung aside in- 
ternational law and sent to the bot- 
tom of the sea the Lusitania andj 
other ships filled with innocent men, 
wemen and children; because Ger- 
many filed our land with spies and 
plotted for the destruction of our 
mines and factories and churches 
and homes and all that America 
holds dear and tried to alienate us 
from other friendly nations: be- 
cause Germany imperiled civilized 
Standards by declaring that might 
makes right, and because she made 
the world unsafe for democracy as 
well as unsafe for every other insti- 
tution, including the church and 
the home, which we Americans hold 
sacred—-because of these things it 
is necessary that she be humiliated. 

{ thank God that I have inherited 
from my parents the red blood, the 
six feet of stature, 180 pounds of 
weight, the attitude toward my 
brother man, the love of righteous- 
ness and the determination to do 
my part in prosecuting this present 
programme until once again justice 
and safety and peace are enthroned 
in the world. 

In the light of al) this I know 
that you will not weep or regret 
or even Worry because I have em- 
barked for over there. I am giad 
that I can go, and you will be glad 
that I can be your representative. I 
am doing something better than I 
have ever done before. I am only 
ane my duty as a man is bound to 

Whatever happens will be for the 
best. I am positive of this. God ts 
in his heaven and rules the world 
still, Our life is in his hands and 
even submarines or German seventy- 
fives cannot thwart His purposes. His 
will shall bé done, and we ‘would 
not have it otherwise, would we? 
And even if we shall not come into 
physical contact again, let us not for- 
get that the ultimate substance of 
our lives is after all not physical, but 
something far more permanent and 
eternal. 

The thing tn your life which has 
always called fortn my love, is not 
& something to be measured in 
avoirdupols and vice versa. But the 
real thing that constitutes life, the 
essence of our beings, the part that 
will cling to us after taps has sound- 
ed for the last time—is our unseen, 
intangible but neverthéless real 
» haa and bayonets do not go that 
ar. 

So it really makes very little dif- 
ference what happens to our physi- 
Cal selves. It is the soul of a man 
which we love and the soul is*im- 
mortal and eternal. The Germans 
cannot get that because it belongs 
to God. 

You will be good while I am gone, 
T hope. I guess you could scarcely 
be otherwise, could you? Take good 
care of one another and keep the 
home fires burning ‘till I come home 
again. 

With a greater love than I shal! 
ever be able to express or show, I 
am your humble but loving son and

OF THE WOUNDED. | 


ONLY ONE OUTCRY-IN A BUSY 


WEEK IN FOUR DRESS-.. 
ING-ROOMS. 


The medical folk salute the 
wounded ftom the fighting around 
Chateau Thierry. From the young- 
est litter boy to the senior surgeon, 
from the rudest of the fleld dressing 
stations to the finest operating- 
room in Paris, the testimony 
overwhelming to this effect—that 
they had never seen such grit in all 
their lives, never seen such wn- 
quenchable spirit. 

In the four dressing-rooms of a 
divisional evacuation hospital 
through which the procession of 
wounded must pass on its way from 
the field hospitals, hundseds of sol- 


diers were treated last week— 
treated all hours of the day or 
night in all those cases where 


bleeding had to be stopped, where 
fresh dressings had to be given, 
where anti-tetanus had not yet been 
administered. Such work does not 
eajl for anaesthesia. And in all 
that week, there wag only one out- 
cry. That was from a man with a 
slight skin wound. 

Through the receiving-room in 

e Red Cross Military Hospital No. 

in Paris, 225 of the wounded 
pissed in one night and there was 
not a murmur from any of them. 
One infantryman, who was shot 
through the abdomen, crawled into 
the dressing station twenty-seven 
hours after he had fallen. On the 
dressing table he smoked a cigar- 
ette and talked airfly of what had 
defalien him and told how another 
doughboy had administered first aid 
and then disappeared in the shuf- 
fle. 

A major saw aman walking 
groggily out past the point from 
which the litter boys were operat- 
ing. He was cradiing his arms. 

“Are you wounded?” he called 
out to him. 

“I've only broken my arms,” was 
the answer. “I can hoof it.” 

One infantryman was shot 
through both arms and both legs, 
breaking the bones of his thighs. 
He was shot In the abdomen and 
shot In the hip. He talked en- 
thustastically about the battle with 
the doctor who was dressing his 
wounds In the field hospital. 

“What's this fellow got, Neuten- 
ant” asked someone peertnge over 
the surgeon's shoulder. “Guts,” 
said the lWeutenant respectfully.— 
{Stars and Stripes, France. 


TAzard That Aviates, 

At least one lizard enjoys, to a 
certain degree, the power of sailing 
through the air, as In the cases of 
flying squirrels, fying frogs of Bor- 
neo and some other animals.

HE cycads, members of the order Cy- 
7 , are among the most curt- 

ous of all known plants and are very 
old in the world’s history, for their fossil 
remains are common in the early Mesozoic 
formations. They occupy a strange posi- 
tion among plants, for physically they are 
midway between the conifers, or cone- 
bearers, and the ferns. Botanically they 
are midway between the flowering plants 
and the non-flowering plants, the ferns 
being one example of the latter class. 
The plants are in sexes, one bearing a 
male “cone” and another a female “cone” 
or head, in shape and outward appearance 
not unlike a cabbage, inasmuch as it is 
largely made of leaves, among which are 
hidden the fruits or seeds. These num- 
ber han a hundred to each head, are 
edible, and a sago is made from the pith 
of the trunk. 

These eycads are usually known as Jap- 
anese sago palms, and while they now 
grow wild in Southern Japan, they are 
supposed to be originally from Java only, 
and they are not palms. Otherwise the 
name fits. In method of propagation they 
closely approach the animals, this being 
effected by means of spermatozoids and 
archegonia. The former are provided with 
minute movable cilia, or hair-like append- 
ages, by which they are propelled, quite

Removal of Alkali. x4 


The gardener is not often confronted 
with the necessity of removing or counter- 
acting alkali, but in the lcwer parts of Los 
Angeles are city lots wiere the soll con- 
tains too much for general crops. Re- 
member that alkali ts a mineral. inde- 
structible, agriculturally, and must be re. 
moved physically. If it cannot be taken * 
up directly with a shovel, loaded into a 
wagon and hauled away. it must neverthe- 
‘ese be removed just as snrely in some 
other way. The usual and best method is 
to provide both surface and underground 
drainage and wash it away in salution. 
There is no other practical way, and if you 
do not provide such drainage you will 
never «et rid of it, no matter what you 
may think about it. Irrigation, without 
drainage. makes a bad matter worse.

O ONW subject at the present time pos- 
sesses an importance to the poultry 
farmer equal to that of feeds and 
feeding. First, all feeds are excessively 
high in price, and, second, some of the sta- 
ples (principally wheat and its by-prod- 
ucts) are unavailable because prohibited by 
the Federal government as a source of food 
for live stock. So acute has the situation 
become that all breeders are experiencing 
a “pinching down” on their margin of profs, 
its, which in turn has driven not a few out 
of the business, while others have culled 
down their flocks to a mere nucleus. Un- 
der these changing conditions the entire 
system of rationing domesticated fowl is 
undergoing a revolution, which is still large 
ly in the experimental stage. Under nor- 
mail conditions there are three systems of 
ing, viz., all grain, grain and dry mash 

d grain and wet mash, all of which are 
supplemented with available green foods 
and oyster shell, grit, charcoal, etc. Broad- 
ly speaking, a ration under normal condi- 
tions runs about 60 per cent. grain (in va-; 
riety.) 25 per cent. green stuff and 15 per 


’ @ent. animal food. But under present con-. 


ditions the tendency has been to increase 
the green food (in variety with alfalfa or 
clover as the base) to 50 per cent, and cut 
the grain 25 to 30 per cent. In England 
this has worked out much better than was 
anticipated, and since the average breeder 
possesses sufficient land to grow a patch of 
alfalfa, some Swiss chard, kale, lettuce, 


etc., it has in a measure tended to solve the; 
food situation. But it is still a problem} 


fraught with some commercial hazards. 


Many of the older formulas of so-called 
well-balanced rations are obsolete for rea- 
sons already mentioned: the newer ones 
providing substitutes for wheat and wheat 
ducts are not only commanding serious 
attention, but have given satisfactory re- 
sults. It is not our purpose just at this 
time to enter into that phase of the sub- 
ject, but to caution breeders in the pur- 
chase of their feed supplies. It goes with- 
out saying that this Is the age of the spe- 
clalist. Excepting on the very large poul- 
try farms, breeders buy their grain foods 
in the prepared state, finding this method 
more economical than to compound the raw 
material themselves—an operation which, if 
properly done, demands machinery and ap- 
Pliances. Usually the manufacturers put 
out a number of combinations of feeds to 
meet particular purposes, while in other 
“ases breeders have the mill make up ra- 

ns from their own formulas. Experience 
has pretty well demonstrated that the av- 
erage poultryman will attain better results 
with his flocks by bending all energies on 
his particular line of production. This ac- 
counts for the professional hatcheries, the 
feed manufacturers and dealers, and in- 
deed the several divisions of activities that

The 
unit of purchase should be in carload lots, 
and since this is feasible only with large 
operators, the smaller breeders of any giv- 
en neighborhood should combine their feed

Poultry Breeds.in 


A soldier fancier from Italy writes to the 
Feathered World of London, detailing some

farm was another, quite black. Plenty of 
Bantams are about here, but, Ifke the large | 
poultry, they are much mixed. At one place 
I saw two Bantams exactly like speckled 
Sussex; they were a very pretty pair. In 
all the towns I have been im there are the 
usual town pigeons flying about, identical 
with ours at home. In one town, the name 
of which I must not mention, hundreds were 
about the streets. On the farms the pie- 
eons are of a different type, much larzer, 
and are kept for utility purposes. They 
are nearly all white or pied in color, and 
many of them are shell-crested, with muf- 
fled legs.” 

In the light of these facts will not the 
quality of poultry in these countries (France, 
Belgium and Italy) be much improved when 
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erels show evidence of beginning to crow, 
when the sexes had better be segregated, 
This will be of particular advantage to the 
pullets, first, because in occupying quarters 
to themselves they will be freed from the 
harassing attention of the young males, 
and, second, they will develop better and 
become robust specimens ready for early 
production. Nothing induces a healthy de- 
velopment like contentment and a conge- 
nial environment. Feed liberally until fully 
developed; bone and muscle-making de 
mands foundation to build on. Overfat 
specimens are, however, liable to result if 
continued after that period in case of the 
heavier breeds; with the Mediterraneans 
there is less danger. Pullets should be 
yarded in small flocks; Rocks and Wyan- 
dottes in colonies of fifteen to twenty-five, 
while Leghorns can be somewhat increased. 
Feeding should be wholesome and liberal, 
with a goodly allowance of green stuff. 
Shade should also be looked out for. That 
provided by trees and shrubs is ideal: but 
if this is not possible, then any contrivance 
that will break the direct rays of the sun 
will answer very well. The dus bath is 


another consideration that must be ob- 
served. Wet down a small portion of soil 
and when merely damp to the sense of 
touch, spade it up and see how the binds 
enjoy it. 


Egg Production and Breeding. 


In a lecture delivered during Farm Week 
at Cornell University, Prof. James E. Rice 
emphasized the importance of securing and 


maintaining the right class of stock, stat- 
ing that the breeding problem is the biggest 
before poultrymen, all others being second- 
ary. As 85 per cent. of the feed consumed 
goes for maintenance of the body and not 
more than 15 per cent. to production, all 
will be in vain if the egg machine is not a 
good one. That does not depreciate the es- 
sential influence of environment, but the 
tools must be right. To explain why hens 
which lay well in winter are usually highest 
in production during Ahe entire year, he 
suggested that instead of a winter-laying 
hen falling off after she has produced eggs 
for four or five months, as would be the 
case during other periods, the toxic effects 
of season in the spring months of the year 
cause a reaction, and so she continues right 
on. He said that heavy layers are generally 
small in body, due to check of growth by 
early laying. Although not dealt with, the 
> gee arises, how far and for how long 
car be continued?

ic pret concern is the large mortality 
among heavy layers, averaging 19 per 
cent. As this is undoubtedly a sign of 
weakness, and it is desirable to maintain 
constitutional vigor by breeding only from 
hens able to stand the strain, Prof. Rice 
advocated retaining hens which keep up 
production for three years.

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AMERICAN Cow's 
GREAT WAR RECORD. 


The American cow is doing her bit In the 
great war. She has contributed one hun- 
dred million dollars’ worth of her products 
to the exports of the United States in the} 
last year, nearly all of it' going to the boys 
in the trenches, chiefly in the form of con- 
densed milk. A. compilation by the National 
City Bank of New York shows that the quan- 


tity of condensed milk exported in the fiscal 
year 1918, ending with June, will approxi- 
mate 600,000,000 pounds against 260;000,000 
in the fiscal year 1917, 160,000,000 in 1916 
and but 37,000,000 in the fiscal year 1915. 

The stated value of the condensed milk 
thus exported aggregates for the fiscal year 
1918 about $70,000,000, and when we add 
the other contributions of the cow, butter 
and cheese, the total value which she has 
contributed to the exports, including sup- 
plies sent by thé government, will aggre 
gate in round terms $100,000,000, against 
$50,000,000 in 1917, $25,000,000 in 1916, $12,-| , 
000,000 in 1915 and less than $3,000,000 in 
the fiscal year 1914, all of which immedi- 
ately preceded the war. 


* STOCKYARDS LICENSES. 

A Federal license by every comm 
stockyard in the country which is to con- 
tinue in business after July 25, 1918, and by 
all commission, merchants and dealers in 
livestock in connection with stockyards, is 
required by a proclamation issued by the 
President. The licensing proclamation is 
one of a series issued by the President, un- 
der authority of the Food Control Act of 
last August, bringing the dealing in neces- 
sities under the control of the Federal gov- 
ernment.

MEETINGS AND FARM CALIS., 

There are now twenty-seven Farm Bu- 
reau, centers in the county as follows: La 
Verne, Pomona, Downey, Sawtelle, Long 
Beach, Owensmouth; Van Nuys, Lankershim, 
San Fernando, La Canada, Lancaster; Little 
Rock, Newhall, Burbank, Artesia, San Di- 
mas, Covina, West Covina, Glendora, Puente, 
Lamanda Park, Monrpvia, El Monte, Whit- 
tier, Hynes, Moneta and Inglewood. The 
total number of center meetings held to 
date, is 119, with a total counted attendance 
of 4398, and an average per center meeting 
of thirty-seven. Sixty-five other special 
meetings have been held with an attend- 
ance of 8449, making the total number of 
meetings 184: total attendance at all meet- 
tings, 7847. 

The farm advisers, working through the 
Farm Bureau organization, call at farms 
where this is requested and study the grow- 
er’s problems with him, giving information 
and securing assistance from specialists at 
Berkeley, Riverside or Washington, as each 
individual case may require. Using the 
Ford automobiles furnished by the County 
Board of Supervisors, the farm advisers have 
in six months traveled 26,165 miles in the 
county, in addition to 2958 miles on steam 
and electric roads. 


| The Farm Bureau offices are at room No. 
$57 in the Courthouse. Here Miss Linden- 
berger, the stenographer, and Miss Shultis, 
assistant secretary, take care of a rapidly 
growing office routine and send out postcard 
notices to every member of every center 
announcing meetings. They also make ap- 
pointments for the farm advisers and dis- 
tribute bulletins and other literature to call- 
ers. All of the farm advisers are in the of- 
fice until noon each Saturday for the pur- 
pose of receiving callers. Dr. J, E. Coit, 
chief farm adviser, is usually in the office 
several hours each morning. At other times 
all farm advisers are in the country mak- 
ing farm calls, pushing project work or at- 
tending demonstrations and center meet- 
ings. A record is kept of all office calls, 
phone calls for information, and letters 
written. In six months, 1387 “persons Have 
come to the office for consultations: 673 
persons have secured agricultural informa- 
tion by phone, and 1623 letters have been 
written in answer to inquiries. The farm 
advisers have made 638 visits to farms_to 
study problems on the land. 

The farm advisers are quite conscious of 
their limitations. They do not pretend to 
be walking encyclopedias of agriculture. 
However, being pretty well acquainted with 
the best sources of reliable information, 
they are in a position to secure assistance 
on almost any agricultura] problem, and ‘t 
is their aim to carry this assistance to the 
farmer and help him put it into praciice on 
his farm. Farm advisers do’not appraise 
lands for intending purchasers and are pro- 
hibited from accepting service fees of any 
kind. Being paid from public funds, their 
services are free to all farmers, but only 
members of the Farm Bureau enjoy certain 
privileges of that organization. Anyone may 
become a member by sending his name and 
address, together with $1, to the secretary 
of the Farm Bureau, at No. 357 Courthonse. 
The $1 dues cover the calendar year of 
1918, and the back numbers of the monthly 
will be sent when requested.

“ACCREDITED” LIST GROWS. 

One hundred and seventy-one herds, rep- 
resenting 6250 cattle, were qualified June 1, 
for the accredited list of purebred herds 
of cattle free from tuberculosis which the 
United States Department of Agriculture 
is developing to insure disease-free sources 
of purebred stocks. Im order to have his 
herd accredited the owner must comply 
with uniform rules approved by the De- 
partment and adopted by nearly all of the 
States, which require that every animal pass 
at least two successful annual tuberculin 
tests. In addition to the number’ of herds 
mentioned, more than 600 others have passed 
one successful test in preparation for ac- 
crediting. One of the advantages of hav- 
ing accredited herds, which is proving pop- 
ular with breeders, according to the de 
partment, is that the owner may make in- 
terstate shipments of » accom 
nied by a certificate at any time within 
one year without subjecting the animals to 
further tuberculin tests.

SPREADS SLOWLY. 

When not aided by inadvertent human 
assistance, the spread ‘of the Argentine ant 
has been found to be about an eighth cf @ 
mile in a year. Its introduction into this 
country was probably through shipments of 
some sort received at the port of New Or 
leans. From there it has gradually made 
its way to many points, largely through 
nursery stock, it is thought. The first 
known colony in Southern California is 
found at the old Normal School grounds 
and is believed to have been started by pio- 
neers from tree shipments. Manure car 
ried from infested districts is another cam- 
mon method of transference. 

Since it is sald to be impossible for colo 
nies to live for long without a queen, the 
carrying of worker ants is not dangerous, 
making it a more simple matter to guard 
against importations. Boxes of pota 
filled in a field where a disturbed 
hastily seeks its shelter for depositing eggs 
or queens is an illustration of the many 
possible ways of unwitting aid in opening 
up new territory to ant settlement 

Cases have been known in the South 
where one side of a street was made un- 
tenable, buildings being deserted by rest- 
dents, while on the other side no incon- 
venience was experienced for many months. 
Withdrawal of the food supply causes im- 
mediate advancement of the ant tribes, how. 
ever, so that property near infested spots 
is never safe excepting through the use of 
barriers. 

In the employment of these barriers many 
ingenious devices have been invented in 
the past years of experience in the South. 
Architecture has come to be actually influ- 
enced by the presence of the ants. Bridges 
are constructed in New Orleans and other 
cities with the object of preventing further 
spread by leaving open spaces at intervals 
over which the insects cannot cross. ®un- 
ning water entirely surrounding city blocks 
has frequently been resorted to, and small- 
er areas are protected by repellent sub- 
stances such as corrosive sublimate. Still 
smaller spaces, including interiors of homes 
and individual trees and plants, are pro 
tected by such means as vaseline, tanglefoot 
fly paper and water. These are often ef- 
fective, though the slightest accumulations 
of dust or pathways formed by the bodies 
of dead ants soon furnish trails over which 
business is again resumed by the watchful 
survivors. 

The task of ridding a community of this 
formidable pest fairly attains the propor. 
tions of a scientific undertaking, since tke» 
ough knowledge of the ant is quite as com, 
plicated as intimate acquaintance with the 
bee. Though the use of various formulas 
free to all who apply to the Farm Bureaug 
and other government agencies is undoubt- 
edly beneficial in holding in check the in- 
creasing annoyance suffered in households, 
gardens and farms, thorough eradication is 
quite another and a most important matter. 
Federal and State experts are constantly at 
work in laboratory and field In the big work 
of gathering together adequate fighting 
forces to contend with the growing en- 
croachments of this impending agricultural 
affliction. 

Undoubtedly great good in checking the 
spread of the Argentine ant can be accom- 
plished by the conscientious observance of 
precautions by all persons who might carry 
them from infested districts, and by the use 
of poisoning and other control methods. 
Persistent application is the secret of suc- 
cess with these remedies. 

Since experiment has repeatedly proved 
that citrus groves and other areas wholly 
rid of these ants are soon also fairly well 
rid of scale and the trouble incident to the 
pestilent mealy bug and its kind, the task 
of not only temporarily routing the workers 
of the ant colonies, but of following up the 
complete destruction of the young and the 
eggs, is well worth while. With patience 
even approaching that of the ant .offensiv 
the defense can be so successfully launch 
that it may quickly assume the proportions 
of a counter-attack. The most effective 
means so far discovered is based on the 
idea of a poisén not strong enough to kill 
the adults, but sufficiently attractive to in- 
duce them to feed it to the young. Follow- 
ing is a government formula, the propor- 
tions of which have proved satisfactory: 
(Experience gained in administrating it will 
aid the novice in learning at least the rudt- 
ments of ant control.) 

Fifteen pounds sugar; seven and one-half 
pints water: one-fourth ounce tartaric acid. 
Boil thirty minutes: then three-fourths 
ounce sodium arsenate; dissolve in one-half 
pint hot water. Cool; mix together and adé 
one and one-half pounds honey.

N INVASION, as mercilessly efficient 
for territorial aggression as = mili-

~imn peaceful California by countless armies 
of the Argentine ant, a foreign invader 
scarcely heard of in this country a decade 
ago. And because this invasion is actually 
threatening the stability of a number of 
tive industries at this crucial time, 
fighting of this imported pest becomes 

an urgent war measure. 

The Argentine ant was noted in Southern 
California by government experts as long as 
temyears ago, attention being called at that 
time to the existence of colonies in Los An- 
geles, Uplands and Azusa. It was even 
predicted that if no definite action were tak- 
en to eradicate the invaders, the insects 
would sooner or later become a serious pest. 
The experts spoke from their experience 
with the small, black insects in Louisiana. 

The excellence of this advice of a decade 
ago can now be attested by large numbers 
of residents in different Southern California 
communities, in the cities as well as in the 
country. In parts of Pasadena and in the 
fashionable Montecito district of Santa Bar- 
bara the ants have recently become a 
plague. Nor is immediate encouragement 
forthcoming, for in New Orleans, Augusta 
and other Southern cities, reports say, whole 
blocks of city homes have been deserted by 
their occupants upon the resistless advance 
of these enemy aliens.

In the South also the Argentine ant is 
declared to have destroyed entire orchards. 
it has ruined the flower industry in New 
Orleans, seriously injured ‘the poultry busi- 
ness and made impossible the raising of 
rabbits in parts of Louisiana besides the 
far more important depletion of sugar cane 
production. The protection of the aphis 
and other citrus orchard by the 
Argentine ant which acts, to quote a local 
authority, “as a shepherd dog who guards a 
flock of sheep, savagely keeping off all 
enemies which approach his charge,” is not 
the least count against this powerful small 
foe to peaceful agricultural production. The 
actual existence of the orchard trees them- 
selves ig threatened by such an enemy occu- 
pation, to say nothing of the ruination of 
crops. 

That California is facing a period of siege 
similar to those suffered in several parts of 
the South, where property values dropped 
25 per cent. and more as a result of the in- 
vasion of the Argentine ant; and where 
some communities had virtually to be 
placed under martial law by the Federal 
government in taking extreme measures to 
get the enemy under control, is feared by 
many who have made a serious study of the 
situation. That the study of methods of 
control and eradication is a vital problem 
to. the entire community is urgently ap- 
parent to anyone who gets a glimpse into 
the scope of these insect depredations. 

HUN EFFICIENCY. 

For it would seem that nothing short of 
intelligent planning and a forethought equal 
to that of the military preparedness c@&- 
paign of.the Honenzollern system could ac- 
count for the organized movements of the 
Argentine ant. From the veriest details of 
household arrangements, to well-system- 


territory, the story of their accomplishments 
is nothing short of startling. The young 
are cared for, the houses are swept, even 
the incubators containing the eggs so pre- 
cious to the colony and furnishing added 
complication in the problem of eradication, 
are arranged in a uniform and careful man- 
ner to do credit even to German efficiency. 
Exhaustive scientific study of ant life re- 
veals a truly remarkable development of 
what might almost be called “civilization”— 
though perhaps Kultur would be the better 
word. The rapid growth of the Argentine 
colonies is due in part to the large propor- 
tion of queens supported in each, which has 
been known to be as high as 240. Since 
these lay some fifty to fifty-five eggs each 
per day and these eggs do not evolve into 
mature ants until after a period of about 
twelve weeks, the difficulty of entirely eradi- 
cating any one group is easily apparent. 
The workers among the ants, as with bees, 
are all females which divide the labors in 
a most thoroughgoing manner, assigning 


duties to each individual of the community. |. 


The queen is fed and tended by a special 
bodyguard; nurses feed and care for the 
babies with scrupulous devotion and, in 
case of flood or other. catastrophe, carry 
them to safety wholly without regard for 
their own lives; the eggs are ttfrned with 
scientific exaetness, just so many times in 
certain periods and given the requisite hours 
of sunshine. Nothing is left unthought of, 
nor neglected in this social and military 
system, where scouts regularly perform 
their duties of finding and reporting -new 
sources of food supply, which are forth- 
with seized in defiance of international law 
by trained forces under orders to confiscate 
all available «-pplies with true* Prussian 
disregard for property rights. . 

The patient persistence and _ infinite 
pains expended by the scouts in search of 
food presents one of the chief difficulties in 
the struggle to circumvent their invasions. 
A case is reported where an orange tree Was 
circled at the base with sticky fly paper. 
Though all ants soon left the tree, accord- 
ing to custom in such cases, by dropping 
from the limbs, the tree was soon again

Therefore, the aphis and 
many kinds of scale, which must constantly 
be fought in orchards ig guarded in close 
formation by determined ranks of belliger- 
ent Argentine ants, 

The greatest aid to man in fighting 
orchard pests has been the employment of 
natural enemies. Some twenty years ago 
the citrus industry was saved from utter 
ruin by the then prevalent white 
through the introduction of a kind of beetle 
from Australia called the Vedalia, which 
Federal research agents found to be an ef- 
fective enemy to this ruinous scale. Like- 
wise the yearly transportation from certain 
parts of the mountains ef Northern Call- 
fornia of many tons of “lady bugs” at the 
present time performs untold benefit in the 
continuous warfare against these destructive 
forces. Therefore, the entrance of such 
formidable reinforcements as are being 
brought forward by the advance of the Ar- 
gentine ant is truly a serious check to 
the campaign for human defense. 

In retaliation, doubtless, the one alto- 
gether effective means of protection would 
prove the discovery of the natural enemy 
of the Argentine ant. Such a possibility re- 
mains still in the future, however, fur, 
though it is known that in its native coun- 
try this insect is not a pest, thd means of 
natural control, which keeps it within 
bbunds there has so far never been found.

JULY IN THE HOME | 
VEGETABLE GARDEN. 


_July is one of the harvest months. It is 
a good time to prepare for the planting of 
fall vegetables. If, as soon as a strip of. 
land is cleared, it is worked down and well 
successfully grown from late plantings by 
many Los Angeles gardeners. 

Now is the time, if you wish to raise your 
fertilized, and then thoroughly irrigated, the 
late stuff will get a quicker and better start, 
The soil will quickly become baked and 
crusted if left bare and unturned after the 
early crops are removed. 

Late varieties of beans, especially the 
Kentucky Wonder or Stringless Green-pod, 
may be successfully planted during July, 
while a succession of corn plantings, ten 
days apart, will provide roasting ears over 
a considerable of time. Lettuce, rad- 
ishes, spinach, peas, carrots and beets are 
own “sets,” to plant seed of Brassels 
sprouts, cabbage, early cauliflower, peppers 
and tomatoes for fall transplanting. Au- 
thorities recommend the planting of early 
maturing varieties of potatoes until the lat- 
ter part of the month. 


The important thing to observe duripg 
the summer bonths, experts agree, is proper 
irrigation. Thorough soaking of the ground 
occasionally is to be preferred to more fre 
quent surface irrigations.

THE CASE 


AGAINST THE VICIOUS 
- DOG AND WHAT MAY COME OF IT. 


+ No doubt all of us have shared at times 
the feelings of the man who said: “The 
more I see of some men the better I like 
my dog.” Faithful Fido or romping Rover 
is a beloved and badly-spoiled member of 
almost every red-blooded Americap rural 
family. From the awkwardness of his puppy 
days to the amusing dignity of his toothless 
old age, the friendly dog, is, unquestionably, 
one of man’s weaknesses. 

It is this inherent love and understand- 
ing between man and beast, together with 
the unselfish devotion of the dog for its 
master, that makes it so difficult for legis- 
lative bodies and citizens to realize the 
actual damage involved in the case against 
the dog. 

At this time of national crisis, when great 
efforts age being made to encourage the 
business and to increase the pro- 


ction of mutton and wool by the estab- 


shment of thousands of small farm flocks,

passed and enforced to prevent the immense

GOVERNMENT GIVES AID. 

So important is this subject considered 
by the authorities that the government has 
issued Farmers’ Bulletin No 935 (The sheep- 
killing dog,) devoted to a discussion of 


damage, protection and legislation and 
urging the uniform adoption by the States 
of certain laws, which are outlined. Follow- 
ing are some of the provisions suggested: 

1. All dogs over six months old to be 
listed by the County Tax Assessor at the 
time of listing other taxable property.

@rs are required to list their dogs.)

11. Dog owners to be held liable tothe 
county for all money paid out by the county 
for damages done by his dog, plus all costs 
of suit. 

12. Reward of at least $10 to be offered 
by the county for the identification and 
proof of a sheep-killing dog. 

13. Owner of a dog known to kill sheep 
to be required te kill, or cause to be killed, 
such dog within forty-eight hours’ after noti- 
fication under penalty of $5 and $1 per day 
thereafter until such dog is killed. 

14. Sheep owner to be allowed to set out 
poison on his farm if he gives public notice 
of same. 

15. Enforcement of the law to be the duty 
of every police officer in the State. State 
to furnish sufficient assistance, if necessary, 
to carry out all of the provisions of the act. 

The bulletin also contains a digest of the 
existing dog laws of each State and presents 
the complete dog laws of Pennsylvania and 
West Virginia, which are given as being 
examples of modern laws which really offer 
protection to owners. of sheep,

Avoid visiting infected hog , or dis- 
infect the shoes upon leav infected 
premises. 

Have the stock buyer disinfect his wagon 
before driving into your hog lot. 

Keep hog pens and vicinity clean and sani- 
tary so that buzzards, crows, sea birds and 
stray dogs will not be attracted to them. 

Isolate and retain for later shipment all 
recently vaccinated hogs until two weeks 
after treatment, provided that all are free 
from symptoms of cholera. 

Cook before feeding all garbage and pork 
scraps. Fresh refrigerated pork and even 
salted and smoked pork has been known to 
ee cholera when eaten by susceptible 

ogs. 

Use disinfectants freely. 

Circular No. 176, issued by the University 
of California Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion, enlarges upon these suggestions, and 
describes in detail the causes, effects and 
treatment of hog cholera,

bone” of the industry of the world. Some

probably not generally known. Nowadays 
there is scarcely a live-stock breeder or own 
er who has not tried some kind of stock 
tonic, food or remedy, and on many farms 
a regular supply of the favorite “patent” 
remedies is considered indispensable. 

The universal desire of good farmers to 
keep the live stock in the best breeding, 
producing and sale condition, and the great 
pride which the average American farmer 
takes in his stock probably accounts par 
tially for the tremendous sales enjoyed by 
the manufacturers of these remedies. While 
the business has behind it some black “mile- 
stones,” the laws have been made so strict 
that the old game of using misleading ad- 
vertising and fake formulas has been done 
away with to a great extent, and there are 
many large concerns, which have been in 
business for many years, which sell reliable 
products and have built up their trade upon 
the good will of their customers. 

By keeping before the animals such in- 
gredients as will maintain them in the best 
physical condition, the farmers of today no 
doubt ward off a great many attacks of dis- 
ease, as well as improving the appearance

ing stock. Many of theeremedies are so 
compounded as to be mixed with salt or food 
and are thus easily assimilated by the 
animals. | 

There seems no doubt that this great in- 
dustry, which amounts to millions of dollars 
annually, has come to stay and while it will 
always bear the strictest regulation, because 
of the possibility of the entry of unscrupu- 
lous tndividuals into the field, this super- 
vision will be welcomed by thé big, reliable 
concerns as a means of perpetuating their 
trade and holding the confidence of the 
farmers, 


AREA OF PASTURE LAND, 
Of the total farm land at the time of the 


last census, 1910, which comprised about

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INPORTANT STEPS TAKEN TOWARD 
STANDARDIZATION OF TRACTORS. 


BVERAL iractor standards have been 

adopted by the Society of Automotive 

Bugineers during the year. These are 
summarized in a new isaue of the Co-oper- 
ative Tractor Catalogue published by the 
Implement and Tractor Trade Journal of 
Kansas City. They are of interest to tractor 
owners generally. 

The most notable features covered are 
Belt Power Rating, Belt Speed, Tractor 
Drawbar Rating, Height of Tractor Draw- 
bar and Plowing Speed. A number of stand- 
ards relating to other details are now un- 
der consideration by the society and may be 
brought up for adoption soon. 

The standard adopted with respect to belt 
power is that the belt power rating shall be 
80 per cent. of the horse power the engine 
is guaranteed to deliver at the belt pulley 
continuously for two hours, the tractor be- 
ing in good condition and properly operated 
at rated engine speed. 

A belt speed of 2600 feet per minute, ac- 
cording to the society standard, shall be 
us@i for all tractors, this being a speed 
which will meet the widest range of condi- 
tions. Other standards, as adopted, follow: 

The drawbar rating shall be 80 per cent 
of the horse power that the tractor is guar- 
anteed to deliver at the drawbar continn- 
ously for two hours, the tractor being in 
good condition and properly operated at 
rated engine speed. The tests should be 
taken on ground sufficiently firm to give the 
traction wheels a good footing. a firm sod 
being preferable. 

The standard height of drawbar shall be 
seventeen inches for both plowing and oth- 
er work. 

The standard tractor speed for plowing 
shall be two and one-third miles per hour

Prominent among the standards recom. 
mended are ones having to do with Carbu- 
retor Fittings, Fuel and. Lubrication Pipe 
Lines, Punching of Drive Wheels, Magneto 
Impulse Couplings and Condensed Tractor 
Specifications. Some of these recommen 
dations follow: 

1. Holes in all sizes of tractor rims to 
be punched 11-16 inch for lugs or rivets, « 

2. Tractor rims to be made, 8, 10, 12, 16, 
20, 24 or 30 inches wide, 

3. Tractor rims to be cut even lengths, 
12, 14, 16, 18, 20, 22 and 24 feet. 

4. Spokes to be spactd at each twelve 
inches of rim length, making twelve inches 
the pitch for lugs and spokes for all wheels. 

5. Holes for lugs to be spaced halfway 
between spoke holes, set two inches in from 
each edge of the. rim, and additional holes 
punched opposite each spoke and four inches 
in from the edge of the rim. Additional 
holes necessary for wider rims.

A NEW “GASIFIER.” 

A new “gasifier” which, it is claimed, 
meets the problem of properly vaporizing 
kerosene is now being used as a part of the 
regular equipment of the Avery tractor. The 
device, say the Avery people, will keep the 
fuel mixture thoroughly vaporized in the 
manifold until it is used and reduces small 
particles of kerosene that may get by the 
carburetor, condensing them again into 
liguid form before being fired in the cylin- 
der. The gasifier has been thoroughly dem- 
onstrated, it is declared, and has proven 
satisfactory from operative and economical 
points of view.

vey Was made in each center and a standard 
wage scale published. By reporting labor 
shortages and surpluses at each center 
meeting, an effort is being made to shift 
labor supplies with less waste of time and 
money. Through the high. schools of the 
county, the farm adviser has enrolled 1200 
boys who desire to work during the summer. 
All the enrollment cards are on file in the 
farm adviser’s office. Individual boys are 
being placed on farms through A. C. Minear, 
while large groups go out under supervision 
of a paid YMCA. man. The Committee 
on Farm Labor consists of Ralph McNees 
of Whittier, P. F. Cogswell of El Monte, 
Floyd Pomeroy of San Fernando and C, A. 
Griffith of Azusa, 
FARM BOOK-KEEPING. 

The farm management department of the 
University of California hag prepared a sim- 
ple but practical farm account book, which 
is furnished free to farmers who will agree 
to keep the account for one year under su- 
pervision of the farm adviser. The iIncome- 
tax provisions make it imperative that farm- 
ers generally improve their book-keeping. 
A project has been prepared and approved 
whereby District Club Leader Roy Merrick, 
representing the farm adviser, is putting 
these books in service on fifteen or more 
ranches in the Van Nuys center. Later, 
other centers may wish to organize book- 
keeping clubs and thus avail themselves of 
this opportunity. 

JUNE DROP OF ORANGES. 


Farm Advisers Coit and Hodgson have 
made a comprehensive investigation of the 
June drop of navel oranges, the results of 
which have been published as Bulletin No. 
290 of the State Experiment Station. It was 
pointed out that the drop can be consid- 
ered in two parts, that occurring from petal 
fall until the fruit is about an inch in di- 
ameter, and that occurring after that time. 
The first part is much the more serious 
and is due to abnormal water relations, 
which serve as a stimulus to abscission. 
The second part is less important and is 
due to the fungus, Alternaria Citri, of wide 
distribution, which is also the cause of 
black rot of navel oranges. The water re- 
lations drop bears a definite relation to cli- 
matic conditions and all efforts looking to- 
ward prevention or control must be either 
in the nature of modifying environmental 
conditions, or in selection for dry-heat-re- 
sistant strains. Of these two, the former 
seems to promise the more immediate re- 
sults. A number of lectures have been given 
in various citrus centers, whereby the most 
practicable methods of modifying environ- 
mental conditions have been discussed with 
the growers. As a result, the growing of 
early developing summer green manure 
cover crops has shown a marked increase. 

The pear growers in the two Farm Bu- 
reau centers of Little Rock and Lancaster 
have been interested in a system of cover 
cropping, whereby, in the absence of barn- 
yard manure, in adequate quantities, their 
soils may bé improved in humus content. 
A local project has been started, which con- 
templates the establishment of a number 
of trial and demonstration plots. 

FAIR PRICE COMMITEE. 

Farm Bureau members are interested in 
receiving a fair price for their produce. 
The result of the war has been that grow- 
ers of some crops made money, while others 
lost. The Farm Bureau directors appointed 
a committee to confer with the Food Ad- 
ministration in regard to the appointment 
of a producer on the Fair Price Committee. 
Through this committee the farmers hope 


| to keep in closer touch with the Food Ad- 


ministration in order that production may 
be encouraged to continue at a maximum. 
This committee was instrumental in sec :r- 
ing adequate recognition of local grown po- 
tatoes on the fair-price lists published in 
the daily papers. It also called to the at- 
tention of the administration the fact that 


at one time poultry buyers were paying} 


less than they had agreed to for broilers, 
which resulted in effective action against 
the guilty dealers. This committee, work- 
ing in close co-operation with the farm ad- 
viser, hopes to interpret the various rulings 
of the Food Administration to the farmers 
in such a way as to prevent misunderstand-

THE TRACTOR’S PART. 

Farm tractors are playing an important 
part in relieving the labor situation on the 
farms, farm labor specialists of the United 
States Department of Agriculture say. In 
Pennsylvania more than 2800 tractors are 
in use. Through the Public Safety Commis- 
sion tractors have been bought and are 
equipped with an operato: and mechanic 
and placed in ‘communities. The farmers 
guarantee a reasonable acreage for plowing 
and pay from $3.50 to $5 an acre for the 
breaking of the-land. This co-operation, ac- 
cording to the farm labor specialists, has 
meant much to small farmers who are un- 
able to purchase tractors for their individ- 
ual use. It also saves them the large amount 
of time and labor required in breaking land 
which is the slowest and most expensive 
operation on the farm.

earlier than the standard trees. We have 
been growing to a considerable extent for 
a number of years pears on quince root and 
there is unquestionably a future for this 
kind of horticulture in California, particu- 
larly for people. having small places or gar- 
dens where it is not practical to plant a 
fruit tree which would attain any size. | 

“I doubt very much the practicability of 
training trees along lines followed by many 
countries In Europe, as Espaliers, Cordon 
and fan-trained trees, simply because our 
conditions are not favorable for handling 
trees along these lines. In places like San 
Francisco and other localities where it is 
cool during the summer months and where 
they have more or less fog it is going to 
be possible to grow these in this manner. In 
such places it is advisable to do so because 
only by following some such plan as 
this that the trees will mature their fruit. 

“IT expect to develop this line of business 
quite extensively in one of the nurseries in 
which I am interested in the northern part 
of the State, and I really feel that it ought 
to be encouraged so that more people will 
realize the benefit and have the pleasure of 
having dwarf trees growing in their gar- 
dens.

The vines 
look fine and healthy and bear a large num- 
ber of blossoms, but practicallyy all of them 
fall off. The better the care given the to- 
matoes, apparently the poorer is the re- 
sultant crop. This.peculiar behavior has 
long been a puzzle to farmers. Recent ré& 
searches have uncovered the cause of the 
shedding and indicated ways of avoiding it, 
The “shedding bears a definite relation to 
the available nitrogen content of the sed} 
or, In other words, to the richness of the 
It also bears a relation to the amount 
of water in the soil. Where the soil is very 
rich or where the plants are heavily wa 
tered they do not manufacture enough 
strengthening material in the pedicels to 
hold the blossoms. mhe energies of the 
plant are expended in growing vine at the 
expense of setting fruit. Excessively rich 
soils should not be planted to tomatoes, 
and light or only moderate irrigation should 
be practiced. If the soil is rich, no more 
water should be given the plants than is 
sufficient to keep them healthy. In many 
cases, where the flowers are falling badly, 
a crop can be set by simply withholding 
the water from the plants for several weeks 
during the blooming period. Of course, the 
plants should not be permitted to suffer 
for water, as this is pom as injurious as is 
an excess.

The Romans improved the 
process by sizing the sheets with a mixture 
of flour and Vinegar. alterwards beating the 
Surface smooth.

The (durability of 
these rolig jg evidenced by the fact that the 
ancient papyrus Manuscripts that have 
been found are almost ag serv; eable today 
when first made, 

Hundreds of Papyrus rolls been dis- 
Covered in recent years. Nearly 1390 were 
Unearthed in the ruins of Hertulanenm 
Shout 1753. The Franch expedition into 
Egypt in 179 was largely instrumental in 
making these Papyri known in Europe, and 
there js in Paris a well-preserved “volumer” 
which Is thirty feet long. Specimens were 

one Cadet. 
Philostratus mentions the manufacture of 
Papyrus as an industry in Alexandria in 
A. D. 244. 

Chicago has the largest collection of 
ancient papyri West of the Atlantic. It con. 
sists of 306 Complete pieces and hundreds 
of fragmetits.
